Will Build 24-Foot Wide Streets 
Board Approves Centex 
Quadroplex Development 


Two weeks after rejecting revised 


plans for the Centex Corporation quadro- 
plex development behind Alexinn Broth- 
ers Medical Center, the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Board of Trustees has approved the 
plans. 


The board approved the plans Tuesday 


night after receiving a plan commission 
recommendation which urged that a pro- 
posal to build 24-foot wide streets be ac- 
cepted. 


Last month the plan commission had 


recommended the board reject the re- 
vised plans because of inadequate park- 
ing, turnaround areas and width of 
streets. The commission had urged the 
village to require 28-foot streets — Cen- 
tex proposed only 20-foot streets in the 
152'Unit development. 


However, the Centex proposals to wid- 


en the streets to 24-feet, prohibit on- 
street parking and provide adequate off- 


street parking were accepted Tuesday 
night by the plan commission. 


THE PLAN commission reconsidered 


the proposal after village board mem- 
bers indicated last week they were re- 
ceptive to a proposal to reduce the 28- 
foot requirement for the development. 


Board members indicated the 28-foot 


requirement for the development is un- 
fair since there are other 24-foot streets 
in the village. They also noted that Cen- 
tex got caught in an unusual situation in 
its plans for the development, known as 
"Parcel C" in the planned unit devel- 
opment site west of Arlington Heights 
Road and north of Biesterfield Road. 


Centex revised its plans for the area 


after nearby homeowners protested the 
quadroplex plans. The homeowners ob- 
jected to the plans primarily because of 
their low cost in comparison to other 
homes in the area. 


After Centex revised its plans, home- 


owners expressed support for the new 
plans at a plan commission hearing Dec. 
16. The revised plans, which showed a 
probable $5,000 per unit increase in sell- 
ing price, were taken under advisement 
by the commission at the time. 


THE REVISED plans involved a 


change in building design through use of 
mansard roofs and brick exteriors. The 
redesigned units' selling price was esti- 
mated at slightly under $30,000, com- 
pared to the $23,900 to $24,900 price of 
quadroplex units in Centex' "Parcel E" 
in the village. • 


The revised plans which apparently 


caused the problems cited by the plan 
commission involved removing three pro- 
posed deadend streets in the northwest 
corner of the development in favor of one 
crescent-shaped street. 


Domaiiico Back In School Board Race 


Albert Domanico is back in the race 


for the board of education of Elk Grove 
Township Dist. S9. 


Domanico, of 7 Grange PL, Elk Grove 


Village, said yesterday he will be a can- 
didate for ejection to the board in the 
April 8 electios. He was defeated last 
year by Erwln Potdacki in a race for the 
board. 


"I'm tempted to say I'm running out of 


habit," Domanico said. He served on the 


board for 16 months during 1969 and 1970, 
but did not seek reelection in 1970 be- 
cause he was expecting to be transferred 
out of the area. 


He said yesterday he expects to cam- 


paign on the basis of his long acquaint- 
ance with the district, and added, "Dur- 
ing the last year when I attended board 
.meetings I have found .myself.contin- 


uously voting with the minority on many 
issues."

Data Processing Eyed - 
Hint NEC Withdrawal 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 school of- 


ficials will look Into alternate ways to get 
data processing services in preparation 
for a possible withdrawal from the 
N o r t h w e s t Educational Cooperative 
(NEC). 


The district is now buying data pro- 


cessing services through a cooperative 
run by NEC, an organization of 10 North- 
west suburban school districts. Dist. 59 


Section 1, Page 11 


has in the past been highly critical of 
NEC. 


Members of the board of education 


agreed Tuesday night to look into private 
sources during the next few weeks for 
the data processing service which pro- 
vides payroll and student records. The 
district wants to see if the services would 
be cheaper than continuing them through 
NEC. 


NEC is now discussing whether to con- 


tinue buying computer services from 
Harper College or to purchase its own 
computer. A special meeting of the gov- 
erning board will be held Saturday to 
recommend action on one of the two al- 
ternatives. 


BOARD MEMBER Judith Zanca said, 


"I see advantages to the co-op, but I'd 
like to rid ourselves of some of the dis- 
tasteful parts of NEC." 


Other board members agreed they 


would be favorable to withdrawing from 
the co-op if services elsewhere would be 
less expensive. This year data processing 
services from the co-op cost the district 
about $23,000, according to Asst. Supt. 
Arthur Perry. 


In addition, Supt. James Erviti told the 


board it may now be possible for the dis-

Mrs. DiVenere told police her 
ex-husband shot her twice with a .38 cali- 
ber revolver and then shot McConnell 
once in the back and once in the<chest.

at Alexian Brothers Medical Center yes- 
terday with gunshot wounds of the back, 
right arm and abdomen. McConnell, who 
lived in an apartment at the same ad- 
dress, was dead on arrival at- the Cook 
County morgue.

called to the apartment by an ambulance 
driver.

DiVenere was ar- 
rested without resistance after his car 
was spotted outside his brother's trailer, 
police said.

two men who robbed the Bank of Buffalo

$100.000 were in the bonk undetected for 
more than four hours before forcing a 
teller to open the vault after bonking 
hours Tuesday evening, 


Ceoige Miller, the president of the 


bunk, said yesterday between 1112,000 
and $120,000 was taken, but the exact 
amount still is not known. 


It is possible that the two men, de- 


scribed by witnesses as under 25 years of 
.ige and wearing long hair, could have 
been familiar to bank employes and thus 
would not have been considered sus- 
picious 


However Buffalo Grove Police Chief 


Uiiiotd Smith said that theory Is only 
speculation and added, "it is not neces- 
sirily that difficult to get downstairs," to 
hide near the vault where the robbery 
occurred 


Smith also said it is only speculation 


whether the robbery was carried out by 
heal persons or If professionals were in- 
volved 


BfT HE DID say. "I have the feeling 


it is someone we know " 


Police are compiling a list of possible 


suspects and are "talking to as many 
witnesses as possible,"

Meanwhile, the two suspects, who wore 


ski masks and brandished small caliber 
revolvers in the robbery, are still at 
large am) are being sought by local and 
state police and federal agents. 


Smith said the Federal Bureau of In- 


vestigation has assigned 15 agents to the 
case He met with state police detectives 
for about an hour Wednesday morning to 
discuss the case with them. 


After the meeting, Smith told the Her- 


ald most of the information and lends 
are sketchy and he Is meeting with stale 
and fedora) agents to "correlate our in- 
formation so there is no duplication." 


ACCORDING TO the police account of 


the robbery, the suspects entered the 
bank sometime before 2 p.m. when the 
bank closes all but the drive-up windows. 
When the robbery took place, shortly be- 
fore ii::)0 p.in , there were four persons 
in the bank — three tellers and one em- 
ploye working downstairs 


Police believe the robbers first hand- 


cuffed the employe in the basement and 
liien wuileii fui uuuii it'iiei u> unng uuwii 
the day's receipts from the cash draw- 
ers. The tellers normally come separate- 
ly because they finish totaling their 
receipts at different times, Smith said, 


As each teller came down, the robbers 


handcuffed them and placed the tellers 
out of view of the next employe coming 
down the stairs. After all the employes 
were in the basement, the robbers forced 
one teller to open the vault at gunpoint 


The suspects fled on foot out the west 


door of the bank carrying the money in a 
green duffel bag. 


Smith said he did not know the exact 


amount that was taken. 


SMITH SAID NO shots were fired and 


no one was injured. The only physical 
violence consisted of the tellers being 
handcuffed. 


The robbers narrowly missed being ap- 


prehended by village police, who as a 
normal security measure, 
patrol the 


bank parking lot at closing time. Patrol- 
man Gary Wenckebach was in a police 
squad in the parking lot at 6:12 p.m., 
according to the police radio log. He 
stayed in the lot approximately six min- 
utes He told the Herald he did not ob- 
serve anything suspicious, so he resumed 
his normal patrol at 6: IB. 


At 6:20, the robbery was reported.

Grove said yesterday the money taken in 
Tuesday's armed robbery will not result 
in any loss to persons who have accounts 
with the bank 


"We're completely covered," George 


Miller said yesterday following the Tues- 
day night robbery in which between 
$112000 and $120,000 was taken at gun- 
point from four bank employes after 
closing hours 


Miller said the bank is protected by the 


Ffderat Deposit Insurance Corp. and an 
additional policy the bank has with a pn- 
v«ite insurance company. 


Me said the bank will have the money 


from the insurance companies by next 
Tuesday. 


THE BANK, located at the corner of 


Buffalo Grove and Dundee roads, was 
chartered in July, 1968 and opened about 
a year later in August, 1969. 


The bank opened with holdings worth 


$750,000. The bank has grown steadily 
over the last two years and listed assets 
totaling $7,876,591 as of Sept. 30,1071. 


The Village of Buffalo Grove has most 


of its money in the bank and the park 
district invested the proceeds from its 
$1,250,000 bond issue with the bank.

Turkey Hunt Permits Available Monday 
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Illinois turkey hunters must wait until 


Monday, Feb. 14 to apply for a turkey 
permit for the spring turkey hunt. 


"All applications received before Feb. 


14 are being returned to the applicant," 
said Jack Cnlhoun, leader of the turkey 
project for the Illinois Department of 
Conservation, "liters wilt be allowed 
to apply over the counter at the Spring- 
field office beginlng the same day, how- 
ever, their applications wilt be processed 
after the applications received in the 
day's mail." 


Illinois' turkey season Is split into two 


three-day hunts, and only four southern 
Illinois counties will be hunted — Alexan- 
der, Jackson, Pope and Union. The first 
season will be April 14, 15 and 16, and 
the second season will be April 21, 22, 
and 23. 200 hunters will be allowed in 
each county each of the three-day sea- 
sons. 


When filling out the application the 


hunter should list his name and address, 
first and second choice of counties he 
wishes to hunt and first and second 
choice of seasons he wishes to hunt. This 
should be sent to the permit office with 
$S In check or money order. 


"The applicant will receive his first 


choices if the county and season is 
open," Calhoun said. "However, if he has 
listed both a first and second choice for 


both county and season, and the first 
choice of seasons is closed he will re- 
ceive the second choice of seasons. If 
neither seasins are available for the first 
choice of counties, we will go to the sec- 
ond choice of counties and first choice of. 
season. If that is filled the hunter will get

was back on my feet," Walker said. "All 
I've got to remind me of that accident is 
a scar so small you have to look close to 
see it." 


The scar is not the only residual affect 


on Walker. 


He has become a more thoughtful man, 


given to self-questioning and slower to 
judging other persons. 


"An accident like that gives you a new 


set of values," he said, eating a fresh 
salad at a health food restaurant. "It 
makes you see who you arc and where 
you are in life. 


"SOME THINGS aren't as important 


anymore — material possessions. 


"I was religious to a degree before the 


accident. Now I'm more convinced than 
ever that the miracle of life isn't an acci- 
dent. I say that because I think I had a 
glimpse of the other side." 


Walker nearly died last March when he 


tumbled down a ski slope, the pole lodg- 
ing in his chest. He remained conscious 
for 10 minutes before blacking out, 


"That was a short 10 minutes," Walker 


said. "I thought they were going to be 
my last. Gave me time enough to think, 
though." 


Walker recently completed "Hard- 


case," the first live action feature of 
Hanna-Barbera, the top cartoon studio in 
Hollywood. The role demanded he ride 
horseback and engage in a roughhouse 
figbt with former pro-footballer Alex 
Karros, 260 pounds. 


EARLIER HE completed "Pancho Vil- 


la" with Telly Savalaa in Spain. Only two 
months after the accident Walker wu 
doing his own fight scenes for that one, 
too. 


At 230 pounds and standing e-feet, 


5-inches, Walker Is in excellent health. 


"Being in good phusical condition 


helped save my life," he said. 


"The doctors told me U my muscle tis- 


sue hadn't been in such great shape I 
wouldn't have made it through the oper- 
ation." 


The affable giant continues to work out 


with weight* and other exercises.

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Young People's Lib: Do Labor Laws Hurt Or Help?

WASHINGTON — For most of its his- 


tory the United States let Us children 
fend (or themselves in the area of mak- 
ing a buck Kids wore pnrt of the avail- 
able work force ami that was that. So it 
was: the cavalry sometimes hired teen- 
agers to scout Indians, manufacturers 
hut'd little beggars for the lowest-paying 
jobs, and the nation's employers became 
notorious the world mound for their 
sweatshop exploitation of little people 
down to the age of six. 


All that changed in 1038. Public in- 


dignation brought about the Fair Labor 
Standards Act It forbade anyone under 
11 from any salaried employment. It set 
M as the minimum age for specified jobs 
outside school hours tt established 16 as 
the basic minimum age for full-time em- 
plw mont in nonhnrnnlous occupations

Lib (some call it Young People's Lip). 
And there is no doubt why it's growing: 
\outh unemployment is running at one of 
the highest rates in the history of the 
Union 


According to Eli Cohen, director of the 


National Committee on the Employment 
of Youth, there are "about one million 
kids between 16 and 19 out of work 
That's about 17 per cent of those who 
want jobs And when you get into cate- 
gories it's worse. Unemployment for 
black children is 35 per cent, double that 


of the national average. And in the 
ghettos one of two kids is out of a job." 


Cohen soys he doesn't have reliable 


statistics on unemployment under age 16. 
"But the general situation is very bad 
for all kids. As bad as I've seen." 


Ergo, the complaints from youngsters 


that the 1038 Fair Labor Standards Act 
should be modified. They say it's out- 
dated. And more than that. They say it 
forces some kids to break the low (to lie 
about their age, to withhold income tax). 
They say it forces some kids into a kind 
of economic slavery ("If you take an ille- 


gal job, you do whatever the boas says 
and like it") They say it also causes 
some (many?) kids to drop out of school 
("They can't afford to stay in"). 


Even some adults are concerned Rob- 


ert Taggart, executive director of the 
National Manpower Policy Task Force, 
says he believes tight federal laws are in 
some cases hurting rather than helping 
kids- "The good employers won't break 
the law to hire them, so kids must go to 
bad employers who don't care about the 
law." 


Taggart thus agrees with the young- 


sters' complaints. He believes some jobs 
deemed hazardous in 1038 should be 
opened up today. He believes' kids who 
need to combine school and work should 
be considered case by case. In sum, he 
believes youngsters of today are "per- 
fectly capable of looking out for them- 
selves " 


Other adults, to be sure, take other 


views Labor Department officials are 
especially reluctant to see a relaxation of 
child work laws Adelia Kloak, the de- 
partment's child labor expert, says that 


in some areas the laws should be 
strengthened- "Every year we find thou- 
sands of abuses of the existing laws. Of- 
ten they are tragic abuses. I've just 
heard of a case where an underage boy 
was operating a meat grinder in a super- 
market He got his arm caught all the 
way to the elbow. They had to take both 
him and the gnnder to the hospital." 


Mrs. Kloak says the nation should be 


concentrating on plugging child labor 
loopholes, rather than opening up new 
ones. "Agriculture, for instance, is now 


excepted in most states from strict laws 
So we see time and again 8 and 9-year- 
old children doing stoop labor in the 
fields." 


But even Mrs Kloak concedes that 


1972 is not 1938, that kids today are dif- 
ferent from kids yesterday. Therefore- 
"Perhaps some reassessment of the laws 
is in order." But she doesn't see it hap- 
pening. Not now anyway With so many 
adults out of work, nobody is currently 
paying much attention to Young People's 
Lip.

The Volunteer Service Bureau 
of 


Northwest Cook County Is • private, non- 
profit orgftnhaumt which attempts to 
provide 
volunteer 
help to telected 


agencies dealing In public service. If you 
have a still and some time to spare, the 
Volunteer Bureau will try to match your 
latent* with an agency in need of volun- 
teer help. Now In six different locations 
in the Northwest suburbs, the Volunteer 
Btircnu acts as a free service, teaming 
volunteers with agencies and organize- 
'lions in need of help.

Can you type? Traditionally, volun- 


teers who type can always be placed — if 
that's what they want to do. Some volun- 
teers take a regular assignment such as 
each Wednesday afternoon during which 
time they type whatever is waiting for 
them. Some schools have a typing pool 
whereby three or four volunteers are at 
one table and consequently cnn inter- 
sperse their work with a visit and maybe 
even a clip of coffee, Other typing volun- 
teers may be on call for assignments of 
an emergency nature. 


Through the Volunteer Bureau the vol- 


unteer has some assurance that he is 
serving agencies which have agreed to 
the guidelines: The volunteer is not dis- 
placing paid personnel, that the organi- 
zation is non-profit, and there is a proce- 
dure within the agency to handle prob- 
lems as they come up. Any of the branch 
offices can register you in this capacity 
and you can specify the time, place, and 
which type of an agency you desire to 
give of your time and talent. There are 
54 agencies registered with the Bureau. 
The two general classifications 
are 


schools and social agencies. 


Elgin State Hospital which serves the 


northwest area in mental health has a 
training program for all volunteers 
serving their program. The program in- 
cludes services outside the building 
grounds such as outpatient services. 


Again, the volunteer does not replace 


the paid personnel or the professional but 
rather the volunteer is incorporated into 
the team approach to serve the client. 
Contact the Elk Grove Branch Office if 
you are interested in this type of volun- 
teer work. 


KJDGE ELEMENTARY School in Ar- 


lington Heights Dist. 25 is in the process 
of setting up an enrichment program for 
their youngsters, and volunteers are 
being sought in areas such as kite-mak- 
ing for 5th graders, knitting for 3rd, 4th, 
and Sth graders, newspaper publishing 
for 3rd, 4th, and Sth graders, puppet- 
making for 1st and 2nd graders, circle 
dancing for 1st and 2nd graders, cooking 
and sewing clubs for various grades. 


The enrichment programs are con- 


ducted with the teachers In attendance

"Thank God, it could have been 


worse," said Kimsey. 


That's the kind of guy Jack Kimsey Is 


— worried about others and ready to 
help. 


"Our 
job is based on helping other 


people," he said, "we're helping them 
even when we give them speeding tick- 
ets. Some day they may slow down and 
save not only their lives but others' lives 
too." 


KIMSEY SAID people forget that 


"cops are human beings and tend'to 
think of us as robots. We can't operate 
like that. I'm a human being and things 
affect me like they do others " 


"When I get to the scene of an acci- 


dent, the first thing I think about is how 
can I help the individuals involved. 
Whether they are injured or just scared, 
they need help." 


One of the most frequent calls for 


Wheeling police are those of family dis- 
turbances. 


"I hate those calls," said Kimsey. "We 


usually try to answer them with two 
men We also call a social group and try 
to get a counselor in the home to help the 
couple. We don't like to leave them 
alone " 


Kimsey waved back at two Wheeling 


High School track men jogging down 
Hintz Rd. 


"Now that's rewarding," he said with 


a satisfying grin, "Those kids really 
make my day." 


Kimsey has worked with kids for most 


of his 13-year police career. "I ,was po-

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Greenwich: Great Place For Police

GREENWICH, CONN. — It was one of 


those days for Sgt. Jamm Gleason. A 
good one. An easy one. A more or less 
normal one in this town. 


Gleason was in ear 57. 
On the 8 to 4 shift. 
Ho hum. 
Most of Ms day was over. And nothing 


had happened, there was a call from an- 
other officer to be on the watch for a 
sedan being driven by a possible drunk. 
Other than that the police radio was qui- 
et, which meant the town was, too. 


Gleason, married, 37 years old, a for- 


mer Navy submariner, was driving pa- 
trol. On back country roads. Past man* 
sions owned by the famous ("That's Vic- 
tor Borge's place"), along rock walls 
covered by the dry leaves of early win- 
ter. 


"Actually," 'be said, swerving to miss 


a squirrel in the road, "we don't have a 
lot of crime here, and most of what we 
have is minor. Once in aWhiie we'll get a

rape. We also have a number of sneak 
thieves. But I've been on the force 15 
years now and haven't seen a murder. 
Last guy we had murdered was, let's 
see. in 1049 — 22 years ago. Like I say, 
we don't have much crime here." 


INDEED NOT. Compared with many, 


if not most, other towns in the United 
States, Greenwich, Conn., is quiet enough 
to hear the birds chirp. The town is on 
the New York-Connecticut border. It's 
squarely in the midst of the world's larg- 
est urban megalopolis. It's only 40 min- 
utes from the muggers of Manhattan. 
Yet the 60,000 mostly middle-class in- 
habitants here live in enviable harmony.

there was one rape, 13 robberies, 13 ag- 
gravated assaults, 230 burglaries and 129 
auto thefts. Yet in similarly populated 
Greenville, S.C., which is only a line 
above Greenwich in the FBI's Uniform 
Crime Reports, there were 25 times the 
rapes, 18 times the robberies, 20 times 
the assaults, six times the burglaries, 
five times the auto thefts (and 25 mur- 
ders). 


Thus it is the cop's lot here is a sta- 


tistically good one. 


The job is not completely easy. There 


are some growing problems. Vandalism 
is getting out of hand, (twice as many 
kids were arrested last year as in 1967), 
auto accidents are on the rise (up 20 per 
cent since 1967), and sacking of private 
residences is, as in every suburban com- 
munity, a pain. 


Said Gleason: "We have 148 cops to 


cover 49 square miles of community, 24 
hours a day. It's impossible. A burglar 
can zip in here from New York on one or 
two major freeways, rob a place and be 
long gone before we even know what's 
happened." 


Still, it's not New York, where there 


are 180,000 burglaries annually, plus 
400,000 other crimes, some of which lead 
to the death or injury of hundreds of po- 
licemen every year. The Greenwich po- 
lice department has.never had a police- 
man die from violence in the line of duty. 
Sgt. Gleason has never been marked, 
•never had a gun pulled on him, and nev- 
er been really scared at his post: "You 
know, really, I can't remember in all 15 
years even being called a pig."

many cops in other places, Sgt. Gleason 
is able to function as a person rather 
than a badge. His job, according to his 
. police chief, is "only 19 per. cent law en- 
forcement — most of what our force does 
is simply community service." 


Ergo, the cops have time to be polite, 


to assist a lady locked out of 'her house, 
to rescue a cat from a tree, Last year, 
Greenwich policemen investigated 55 
dog bites; few policemen, any more, 
have the time or inclination to in- 
vestigate dog bites. 


"I'm part of the community," Gleason 


says. Dog bites, flooded cellars, or what- 
ever. ~"This is my town and I'm inter- 
ested in helping out wherever I can." 


For his help, Sgt. Gleason earns $12,000 


a year, which isn't in Victor Borge's 
league, but is better than most' U. S. po- 
lice sergeants, and allows him dignity. 
He owns his home. Buys a new car now 
and then. And even captains a 26-foot 
boat in Long Island Sound. Affluent? No. 
Comfortable? Yes. "I belong to one of 
the yacht clubs in town. It's not a really 
fancy one or expensive, but it's nice to 
be a member. It's nice to know that even 
a cop can belong to a yacht club." 


The sergeant pulled away from an in- 


tersection. He waved to a man working 
in a yard. He turned down the volume of 
his short wave (there was nothing on it 
anyway). "You know Simmons Mat- 
tresses?" he said. "Well, Mr. Simmons 
lives up over there." 


He smiled. At ease. At peace. 


And he slowed his patrol car to avoid 


another squirrel in the road.

"Dry wall construction is not subject to 


the cracking and chipping of plaster but 
it, too will need repair in time. Some- 
times heavy objects pushed or bumped 
against the wall will create dents and 
holes. 


Joints between panels open either due 


to improper installation or to the warping 
of studs or the settling of the entire wall. 


Repairs are not the same as for plaster 


walls, but they are not difficult. Because 
dry wall does not have the lath backing 
of plaster and because it is generally, 
thinner, repairs are not simply a matter 
of filling. 


Dents can be filled, of course. Use 


spackling compound. Two types are 
available — ready-to-use and powder 
that you mix with water. The ready-mix 
is probably easier for home repairs. 
Spread on with a putty'knife. Finish with 
a wet blade and you probably can get it 
so smooth it won't need sanding. 


HOLES NEED A BACKING before 


they can be filled. Use a piece of metal 
mesh slightly larger than the hold. Fas- 
ten a piece of string to the mesh, bend 
the wire slightly so that you can get it 
through the hole. Fasten the string to a 
stick or pencil so that the mesh will not 
fall through. 


Pull the string tight so that the mesh 


will flatten against the back side of the 
wall. Start by applying patching plaster

— or, for real quick setting, plaster of 
paris — against the edges of the wire so 
that the plaster adheres to the edges of 
the hole and the wire mesh. Force It 
through the mesh so that serves as a 
backing. 


With the first application dry and the 


mesh held in place, snip off the string 
and continue applying patching plaster in 
layers. Finish with a layer of spackling 
compound. 


Large holes should be repaired by re- 


placing a section of the dry wall. Cut out 
a piece wide enough to reach from one 
stud to the next. Make the verticle height 
at least 10 or 12 inches so that the board 
will not buckle. Nail to each stud. The 
cracks can be filled with spackling com- 
pound.

1,000 From Area Get

SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - About 1,000

Sweet said, because the Defense Depart- 
ment does not plan to draft anyone dur- 
ing the first three months of the year.

A Seat Belt Threat? 


Occupants of hrriall cars face 


dangers in rnishcs thai an; far 
greater than those faced by occu- 
pants of larger-size cars, according 
to the filmed results of a test which 
pitted the small cars of all four 
m a j o r domcblic manufacturers 
against their own large -cars in 
head-on crashes at speeds between 
40 and 50 miles an hour. 


The results of the experiment, 


which was conducted by the Insur- 
ance Institute for Highway Safety, 
were hardly surprising: In each 
case, the little car was virtually 
demolished by the big car. 


The public should be told about 


the dangers Inherent in small-car 
design, says Dr. William Haddon 
Jr., president of the institute, espe- 
ciaJly in view of estimates that 


sales of small cars will represent 
50 per cent of all new car sales be- 
fore 1980, 


Perhaps we should be told, if we 


hadn't guessed it before, But what

frightening about the test is that in 
every instance, in large cars as 
well as small cars, the lap or shoul- 
der belts either broke or their an- 
chors lore out or the restraints 
failed in some way to protect their 
dummy occupants.

equal of a large car. But surely the 
engineers should be able to design 
more dependable safety belts. Oth- 
erwise the federal law requiring 
their installation in all new cars 
becomes rather meaningless.

Even if he had all 27 of his full- 
time employes, they could com- 
plete only slightly more than one 
third of the work prior to election. 


Still, we must agree with County 


Board Pres. George W. Dunne, 
who said when it comes to money 
for 
elections 
he 
would rather 


be a little luxurious than a little 
short. 


And if King is correct when he 


says it may take three days to 
count the ballots, that would mean 
extra pay for election judges and 
overtime pay for workers in the 
clerk's office. The additional ex- 
penditure might exceed the sum 
shaved from the budget in the first 
place. 


The process of electing public of- 


ficials is a sacred foundation of our 
government and society It is not 
the place to play dollar games. 


Neither is it the place to play po- 


litical games, and we call on the 
public officials of this county, both 
Republican and Democrat, to put 
aside poljtical considerations and 
search for a solution to this prob- 
lem. 


It is time the.se officials, elected 


and .sworn to work for the people of 
all of Cook County and not just for 
those in the City of Chicago, take 
immediate steps to assure voting 
in this county docs not take a giant 
step back to the 1950s.

Mao Meets The Press 


There is little to recommend the meth- 


od by which Mao Tse Tung and his co- 
horts control the flow of "news" within 
and without the vastness of Red China. 


But it would seem that they have given 


implicit recognition to the validity of the 
demand for free reporting to the rest of 
the world of President Nixon's approach- 
ing visit. 


Never since the Red Chinese regime 


began in 1946 have foreign dignitaries 
been accompanied by more than 10 news 
representatives from their homeland. 


The Chinese have agreed, however, to 


admit a U.S press contingent of 87 per- 
sons — including writers, broadcasters, 
photographers and radio and TV tech- 
nicians. 


That is a pittance compared to the 


more than 2,000 newsmen who submitted 
applications to the White House to go 
along for the ride, and less than a third 
of the press mob which often accom- 
panies Mr. Nixon on his domestic trav- 
els,

than adequate for the purposes of relay-

events of the historic trip to China.

With your permission, I would like to

But I also believe that sincere and 
honest efforts are being made by most of 
us to correct the recognized injustices 
and lo even correct what can be cor- 
rected from the past, Although we de- 
serve no accolades for our efforts, recog- 
nition should be given to the fact that 
most of us truly want to undo the wrongs 
that have been done. My personal toler- 
ance wears thin when well-intentioned 
spokesmen like Mr, Brooks fail to see it. 
,. or refuse to recognize it. 


If Mr, Brooks would seek a belter ad- 


vantage point for viewing suburbia he 
would «ce people who are the real 
achievers in this world. They're the kind 
of people who recognize problems and in- 
justices and try lo tackle them sensibly . 
. . people who make the effort lo take 
advantage of opportunities. They're also 
the people who more often than not have 
struggled financially lo net an education 


without burning the building down. 
They're the people who put in those ex- 
tra hours at their jobs for years on end 
without asking special favors. They're 
the people who are active in our 
churches, in community government, in

The White House scored points for 


broadmindedness by issuing a trip ticket 
to conservative columnist William F. 
Buckley, one of the few widely read po- 
litical commentators who has questioned 
the wisdom of the President's Chma tnp. 


It balanced Buckley's presence with 


that of Joseph Kraft of Publishers Hall, 
whom Press Secretary Ronald Ziegler 
described in an understatement as "non- 
conservative," and threw in Richard Wil- 
son of the Des Momes Register and Trib- 
une, long a friend of Richard Nixon. 


Undoubtedly, there will be some noses 


out of joint among the sometimes snob- 
bish famous and near-famous writers in 
the Washington press corps and those in 
other metropolitan cities.

ener, representing the Readers Digest, 
and Theodore White, who writes a book 
every four years about "the making of 
the President," will irritate some mem- 
bers of the daily press, but each has 
some standing as a historian, and don't 
we all agree that this is an historic trip? 


Z i e g l e r has characterized China's 


agreement to a larger press contingent 
as a generous move, and indeed some 
concessions on their previous practices 
were necessary to enable adequate day- 
to-day coverage.

and technicians. 


But anyone who has seen the rampant 


confusion that surrounds the press mob 
when a couple of hundred Washington re- 
porters and 50 to 100 local and state 
newsmen try to keep up with the Presi- 
dent must concede that the limited num- 
ber is to be recommended. 


To expose the Chinese to the spectacle 


of several hundred competing photo- 
graphers, TV crews, green reporters and 
greying prima donnas vying for position 
with the aid of elbows, knees, sharp pen- 
cils and an occasional fingernail might 
truly convince them that this is a nation 
of barbarians.

Word-A-Day

DETROIT (UPI) — The. American 


auto industry has turned thumbs down on 
a four-day week in its production plants 
but is taking a hard look at it for its 
dealer service areas. 


The imports, however, already have 


stolen a march on the domestics in that 
area. 


Volkswagen and Toyota, the two big- 


gest challengers in the minicar market, 
have been pushing the four-tiny, 40 hour 
week with dealer service areas open six 
days a week. 


They say It has spectacular success in 


bringing in new business and creating 
customer satisfaction. As they tell it, 
equipment that used to be idle over the 
weekend now is utilized, repair capacity 
is expanded without increased square 
footage and their backshop employes are 
happier by getting three days of free 
time per week. 


JOHN C. BATES, head of General Mo- 


tors dealer service, says GM's interest is 
recent but that he travels the country 
preaching the merits of the four day 
week, six-day operation to dealers in sub- 
urban and rural areas. Bates says the 
system doesn't work well with city deal- 
ers because it does not increase business 
there. 


Chrysler's Hobert Johnson has been 


checking out the merits of the system in 
places where it has been installed. Me 
visited Tom Sullivan Volkswagen in 
Southfield, Michigan, where the system 
has been operating for more than a year. 


John Ncilson, service manager at Tom 


Sullivan, says his firm instituted the 
four-day week, six-day operation even 
before Volkswagen began pushing it and 
that VW has used his experience in its 
campaign to get other VW dealers to try 
it. 


Toyota is making a strong pitch to 


dealers for the four-day week in its 
magazine "Shop Talk" which is dis- 
tributed to parts and service managers. 
It claims that dealers who have tried it 
have gained greater business and in- 
creased floor traffic in the salesrooms as 
well. 


NEILSON AGREES this has been the 


case at Tom Sullivan VW. Since the pro- 
gram began, he said, the repair business 
has increased by about 10 per cent with- 
out adding any more employes. 


His operation functions in two shifts 


with the repair shop open from 7 a.m. to 
9 p.m. Mondays through Fridays and 7 
a.m. to 7 p.m. on Saturdays. One shift 
arrives at 7 a.m. and the other at 9:30 
a.m., giving maximum mechanic force 
during the peak mid-day hours. 


One group works Monday through 


Thursday with Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday off. T,he other works Tuesday 
through Saturday with Sunday, Monday 
and Tuesday off. 


"When we first started," said Neilson, 


"we thought a lot of our men might 
moonlight by getting weekend jobs.

American Can Co. reported higher 


sales but a decrease in earnings for 1971. 


C o n s o l i d a t e d net sales were 


$1,896,957,000 
and 
net 
income 
was 


$50,135,000 compared with 1970 sales of 
$1,838,146,000 
and 
net 
earnings 
of 


$65,893,000. Earnings per share of com- 
mon stock for the year amounted to $2.66 
against $3.55 for 1970. 


For the fourth quarter, American Can 


had net sales of $450,758,000 versus 
$437,383,000 in the year-ago period. Net 
income for the quarter was $5,753,000, or 
28 cents a common share, compared with 
$6,644,000, or 33 cents a share, for the 
1970 fourth quarter. 


Operating income in the fourth quarter 


paralleled the company's year-ago per- 
formance. The 5 cents-a-share drop in 
net earnings from the 1970 quarter was 
due primarily to charges associated with 
plant closings, which adversely impacted 
quarterly earnings by 15 cents per share. 
These charges were offset partially by 
benefits from the reenacted investment 
tax credit and lower Canadian .taxes 
which together added 10 cents a share to 
the 1971 fourth quarter income as com- 
pared to the prior year. 


In a review of 1971 operations, William 


P. May, chairman and president, noted 
that while sales were up in most of the 
company's major product lines, a com- 
bination of factors contributed to the 
earnings decline. He cited as negative 
factors a strike at the majority of the 
company's can making facilities during 
the first quarter, substantial price ero- 
sion in beer and carbonated beverage 
containers, lower margins in the paper 
and paper products area, a slowdown in 
the chemical business and plant closing 
costs. 


May said that improved performance 


is expected from the company's oper- 
ating groups in 1972. He added that such 
projection assumes continuation and ex- 
pansion of the economic recovery as well 
as increased marketing and development 
efforts across all of the company's prod- 
uct lines. He said that, in addition, 
American Can should benefit from a full 
year of the investment tax credit and 
more stable prices.

Families should ideally strive to save 


20 per cent of their annual income, but. 
few succeed, fewer try it, and many 
don't even know how to begin to save 
any money at all. 


The Family Banker, money-manage- 


ment newsletter of Continental Bank in 
Chicago suggests four steps a family can 
use to reach that 20 per cent savings 
goal. First determine net worth; subtract 
liabilities (what the family owes) from 
assets (what the family owns). Second, 
detail family expenses from last year. 


Third, determine what income will 


likely be for the coming year; and fourth 
prepare a saving/spending'budget. 


Savings should be the first — not the 


last — item for the family budget, the 
newsletter- advises. Included in the 20 per 


cent savings gpal should be an emergen- 
cy reserve fund of three to six months 
income and a cash goal to cover future 
big-ticket items the family might want to 
own. This fund might include money for 
education, vacations, a new car or a new 
house. 


Expenses such as taxes, insurance, 


and housing are difficult to reduce, con- 
tends The Family Banker, but many of 
them can be paid for in advance through 
special-purpose savings accounts. These 
special "kitties"' can ease the impact 
when big bills strike. 


Manageable expenses are the most 


flexible portion of the budget and can be 
cut to fit the savings goal. Such expenses 
include food, clothing, furniture, trans- 
poration and personal items. 


The budget should be prepared for the 


year, month-by-month. The record-keep- 
ing allows the family to maintain better 
control over expenses. 


The Family Banker suggests several 


other tips to follow in keeping the family 
budget and attaining the savings goal: 


Make regular deposits, on a weekly, 


semi-monthly, or monthly basis. 


Arrange to have funds transferred 


automatically from checking accounts to 
savings accounts. 


Select the right type of savings account 


to fit the family need. 


The newsletter emphasizes that once a 


family has created a budget to fit its 
needs, the commitment must be kept un- 
less there are strong reasons for chang- 
ing.

Finding The Right 


\ursing Home 


by BILL1E BACHHUBER 


Your elderly father who lives with you 


suddenly has, a stroke that leaves him 
with a temporary or permanent physical 
disability and mental confusion. 


Your widowed mother, who has been 


living independently, begins to decline in 
health and can no longer manage alone. 


Your elderly parents, maintaining their 


own home, until now have cared well 
for themselves, but one has an accident, 
and the other is unable to give him the 
care he needs. 


What should you do? 
Families everywhere share your prob- 


lem. Needs for these relatives vary from 
close supervision or constant attendance 
to skilled nursing care . . . often follow- 
ing a period of hospitalization, For vari- 
ous reasons — a job, small children, lack 
of space, ill health, inability or unwilling- 
ness to cope with added responsibility — 
family members are unable to provide at 
home the kind of care these sick people 
need, and must look elsewhere for help. 
A nursing home may be the answer. 


FINDING THE RIGHT nursing home 


for an elderly or incapacitated patient is 
not an easy task. And, according to pro- 
fessionals working in this health field, it 
is not a job to undertake alone. 


They suggest you enlist the aid of the 


patient's private physician, or your own 
family doctor. If either is a staff mem- 
ber of one or more of the four local hos- 
pitals, he'll probably refer you to the 
hospital's social services or home care 
departments. They provide this kind of 
help. 


Lutheran General Hospital in Park 


Ridge, Holy Family in Des Plaines, Ale- 
xian Brothers Medical Center in Elk 
Grove Village and Northwest Community 
Hospital in Arlington Heights, all work 
personally with these patients and the 
families. (Though their efforts generally 
a re 
undertaken for staff 
doctors' 


patients, hospital personnel say they nev- 
er turn away anyone asking for help.) 


THOSE WHO WORK with geriatric 


placements also suggest you inquire 
among friends, neighbors and relatives 
who may have experience with nursing 
homes. Or telephone Information Center 
for Aging in Chicago. This agency may 


be able to steer you in the right direc- 
tion. 


"A particular home must be geared to 


a particular patient's needs . . . and to 
what he or the family can afford to pay," 
advises Mrs. Margaret Klein, assistant 
director for the Information Center. 


All professionals agree the first step in 


searching out the right nursing home be- 
g i n s w i t h the patient and his 
physician. A complete physical exam- 
ination will determine the kind of nursing 
care the patient needs, Approximate 
length of stay also may be established by 
this evluation of the patient's health. 


Only those patients who first have un- 


dergone a thorough examination are ac- 
cepted by licensed nursing homes in. Illi- 
nois. Patients then are admitted only 
with doctor's orders. 


TO OBTAIN A license in this state, a 


nursing home must meet standard rules 
and regulations set by the Illinois De- 
partment of Public Health, Nursing 
homes, which provide either minimal 
care and/or added personal care or 
skilled nursing care, must meet state 
standards. These standards cover admin- 
istration and personnel and also restora- 
tive services, medical and personal care, 
if provided. Food services, 
building 


maintenance, 
home furnishings and 


physical plant safety and other facets of 
nursing home operation must meet,Illi- 
nois specifications. 


The Illinois Department of Public 


Health now conducts four unannounced 
inspections yearly. All nursing homes 
are required to be licensed and this state 
licensure should be prominently dis- 
played. Nursing home professionals sug- 
gest you look for it — and others — when 
you personally inspect homes. 


The quality of nursing services may be 


indicated further by additional accredita- 
tions such as given by the Joint Commis- 
sion or Accreditation of Hospitals and di- 
plomas and certificates of nursing home 
studies. Look for them. If you do not see 
them, ask about them. 


REMEMBER, THE SEARCH for a 


nursing home takes time and patience. 
Those helping families to find these facil- 
ities understand the emotional impact 
such a decision has upon many families 
and patients. They report the most com- 


mon reaction in families is guilt . . . and 
in patients, abandonment. For these rea- 
sons and others, professionals caution 
against hasty decisions. 


What could be a good facility for one 


elderly person might be1 a very unsatis-, 
factory choice for another. Those unfa- 
miliar with facilities for the aged may 
become confused. Such institutions in- 
clude retirement homes,' homes for the 
aged and nursing homes. 


Retirement homes provide hotel facil- 


ities, three meals a day, laundry and 
c l e a n i n g services. Good retirement 
homes include activity programs. The 
Georgian House in Evanston and the 
Chelsey House in Chicago are examples 
of retirement homes. 


HOMES FOR THE aged usually are 


non-profit and are run by religious and 
fraternal organizations. Most residents 
are members of these groups, and are 
admitted only if in good health and able 
to care for themselves. However, most 
homes for the aged have 
infirmaries 


which give health care and nursing ser- 
vices as needed. Lutheran Home and 
Services for the Aged in Arlington 
Heights and St. Joseph's Home for the 
Elderly in Palatine are examples, 


Nursing homes — sometimes referred 


to as rest homes, convalescent homes or 
sanitariums — provide health care upon 
admittance. Ideally, a nursing home is a 
facility which provides good nursing care 
in an environment as homelike as pos- 
sible. But, caution the professionals, ex- 
cellent services are more important than 
plush surroundings. Staff services should 
be closely observed also, and the place 
should be clean and cheerful. 


Hospital personnel — familiar with

URBANA — The Federal Trade Com- 


mission (FTC) has announced a new rule 
to help consumers with that complex 
problem of clothing care and mainte- 
nance. 


Dorothy Goss, University of Illinois 


Extension home management specialist, 
explains that all articles of clothing leav- 
ing a manufacturer after July 3, must 
bear a permanent label giving care in- 
structions. The rule covers ail garments, 
including hosiery, that require care and 
maintenance for their ordinary use and 
enjoyment. 


However, garments may be exempt 


that are Intended to be sold at retail for 
$3 or less and which are completely 
washable under normal and reasonable 
circumstances 


In addition, the FTC regulation applies 


to piece goods sold for the home sewing 
of apparel Fabric must be accompanied 
by care labels that can be attached per- 
manently to the material by normal 
household methods, such as sewing or 
ironing 


CARE LABELING applies to both im- 


ported and American-made clothes. But 
the rule docs not apply to footwear, 
gloves or articles intended exclusively 
for headwear. 


Label instructions must meet these cri- 


teria 


—Fully inform the purchaser how to 


wash, dry, iron, bleach, dry clean and 
otherwise regularly care and maintain a 
particular article. 


—Warn the purchaser of any usual 


care and maintenance procedures that 
may seem to apply to the article but that 
actually do not apply. For instance, a 
garment might appear to be washable 
when, in fact, dry cleaning is required, 
or the opposite might be true. 


—Be made readily accessible to the 


user; for example, not hidden in a pock- 
et.

If you have time for only one book be- 


fore the growing season sneaks up, try 
"The Ruth Stout No-Work Garden Book" 
, by who else? Ruth Stout. It's a gardening 
book-of-thc-month selection from Rodale 
Press. 


Ruth Stout is considered the "mulch 


queen." She doesn't plow, spade, hoe, 
cultivate, weed, water or spray. At 80 
years old who needs all that? Ruth says 
that with her method she can grow vege- 
tables from her wheelchair, if need be! 


T H E STOUT no-slave-to-the-garden 


technique calls for a 6 to 8-lnch year- 
round straw mulch. This is a great ap- 
proach for anyone who has a garden but 
is not very enthusiastic about it, working 
mothers, career girts, lazy husbands and 
children who never belonged to 4-H. 


Weeds? Just toss on some straw to 


smother them or add layers of wet news- 
papers (the weeds die beneath the weight 
of public opinion). 


1 admit most people would be a little 


skeptical about reading this book. No 
work'ha ha. But Ruth Stout means it. 
The Prairie Farmers tried it out at Ar- 
lington Heights this past summer with 
good results. When you don't have water, 
mulching is the best way. 


Ruth believes that gardening should be 


a dalliance, not an engineering project. 
(Right on, Ruth.) 


Maybe 1 liked this book because Ruth 


Stout doesn't, set herself up as a know-it- 
all. Her approach Is: "This is what 
works for me. She gets her points across 
without beisg pushy about them. "If 
you're devoted to chemical fertilizers," 
says Ruth, "enjoy yourself. I don't need 
it. Iwouldn't advise anyone not to spray, 
that's their affair, but I'm genuinely sor- 
ry for sprayers." 


HER STYLE is breezy and fast-paced. 


Her reasoning — logical. "If plowing and 
cultivating are'so very Important, then 
why is it that we don't turn the soil un- 
der asparagus, roses, rhubarb, etc?" 


Good point, Ruth, it makes us readers 
think. 


"Too many human beings are patheti- 


cally set in their ways to try anything 
'different,' even if it means less work," 
says Ruth. 


"The Ruth Stout No-Work Garden 


B o o k , " another well done Stout 
special... 


Another book that crossed my path this 


month was "Peacock Manure and Mari- 
golds" by Janet Gillcspie (Ballaniine 
Books). 


This is one you won't want to miss — if 


you have time to waste. 


THE AUTHOR tried to be clever and 


down-to-earth and inject some humor 
into the generally blah subject of garden- 
ing — but she missed. 


Unfortunately, this one comes 
off 


sounding like advice from the friendly, 
neighborhood ding-a-ling. Statements like 
"a spray of miscible oil, whatever that 
is," make her sound incompetent; 


The purpose of the book "to promote a 


safe world for people and creatures to 
live in" is all very noble, but Mrs. Gil- 
lespie didn't do her homework. 


If anyone asked, I'd say, "Pass up the 


peacock manure."

Now that this annual concession has 


been made, it's time to talk about the 
race for remaining spots in the team 
standings. 


Such talk in the past would usually be 


confined to discussing how an area indi- 
vidual would do instead of how our 
teams would perform. Not anymore. 


St. Viator, • school that consistently 


has swimmers In the grand finale, should 
have more area company than uiual 
come the last weekend In February. 
Nearly the entire Herald Area Honor 
Roll Is filled with preps who have al- 
ready met or surpassed state qualifying 
standards. Many were doing it early In 
the season. This could mean several 
swimmers from the top area teams com- 
peting in the finals. 


A glance at last year's honor (below) 


compared to this year's would surprise a 
lot of people, as It did Don Anderson, 
Arlington's coach. 


"I looked at it myself a couple of 


weeks ago and I couldn't believe it," he 
said. "Some of the times on the honor 
roll a year ago wouldn't make it this 
year. There has been a tremendous 
amount of improvement." 


With nearly three weeks left in which 


to lower existing times, already seven of 
the 10 event top times have surpassed 
the final honor roll of 1971. Only the 50 
and 400 freestyles haven't been matched 
and the individual medley has been tied. 
Of the new times, some have bettered 
the old standards by quite a few seconds. 


What are the reasons for this upsurge 


of swimming acceompUshments? 


Several coaches were consulted to get 


the answers, among them Forest View's 


Gordon Aukerman. His team has enjoyed 
more success so far than any other in the 
area. Aukerman gave three principle 
reasons: 


•More area coaches are working at the 


job year-round to sell their teams on the 
sport. 


•The top kids in every honor roll event 


without exception have spent the entire 
year swimming, lifting weights and 
working out. 


•The image of swimming has been 


greatly enhanced over the past three or 
four years. 


"In total, we're getting more and bet- 


ter talent," said Aukerman. "It's rare to 
have this many good senior swimmers in 
the league. Seniors competing against 
one another are bound to bring out the 
best. 


"I've got eight seniors who have had 


four years of varsity competition. As 
sophomores they won the conference." 


Helping to keep the honor rolls' best 


sharp all summer long have been the 
park district programs, according to Au- 
kerman. Anderson agrees, 


"The park districts have been there for 


a long time, but they didn't seem to have 
high school kids with them until last 
year," Don said. 


These summer programs, plus the as- 


slstance given by the programs at the 
Northwest YMCA, have greatly aided the 
work of the high school coach, according 
to Aukerman. 


The non-conference meets of the Mid- 


Suburban League teams have reflected 
this improvement. Both Forest View and 
Arlington have defeated perennially 
tough St. Viator in duals for the first 
time ever this season, and this isn't a 
down year for the Lions. The other 
teams in the league have also done well 
against outside competition, as Auker- 
man explains: 


"A few years back we were lucky to 


stay within 30 points of them. Now con- 
ference teams are going out and beating 
these teams. Personally, if I could get us 
on the schedule with Evanston, New 
Trier or Hinsdale, I'd like to." 


Such scheduling is tough because of the 


limited number of meets prep teams can 
participate in. However, if the area con- 
tinues to improve, the top athletes will at 
least get that valuable experience of go- 
ing against the best in the state finals.

If you talk to the Mid-Suburban 


League's swim coaches, they'll make 
Forest View sound like a "junior" Hins- 
dale Central, the perennial state cham- 
pion. 


The Falcons of Coach Gordon Auker- 


man have swam to convincing dual meet 
victories over the six other MSL teams, 
have won 20 straight overall duals the 
past two seasons and are loaded with 
veteran seniors. In short, one conference 
coach called them the area's "super 
team." 


Forest View has had the edge in the 


two previous league showdowns, winning 
the first ever and then sharing the sec- 
ond title with Arlington. And, to make 
matters still worse for the rest of the 
league, the Falcons will be hosting the 
meet Friday night. 


Olympic Poo] in Arlington Heights will 


be the site with the first of 11 events 
scheduled to begin at 7 p.m. 


Elk Grove's Jim Harrington, when 


asked if an upset was possible, quickly 
said, "I don't think anybody's going to do 
that. He's (Aukerman) got too many kids 
and they all seem to be at the top." 


A glance at this week's swim honor 


roll proves his point. No less than eight 
events have Falcons placing highest of 
the MSL swimmers and divers. This 
alone makes them the most heavily fa- 
vored team in the three-year history of 
the meet. 


Forest View was expected to be a fine 


team this season, but the addition of for- 
mer Elk Grove performer Cliff Schlak 
has made it into a great team. 


"I think he's the big difference," says 


Don Anderson, Arlington's coach. "If 
Scblak had stayed with Elk Grove, he 
would have made them very tough. I 
think it would have been a three-team 
race had Schlak stayed there.'" 


Now, according to Anderson, the real 


excitement will be second place with Ar- 
lington, Elk Grove and Prospect the 
principle contenders. 


However, Aukerman doesn't take the 
same viewpoint as his peers. 


"I look at it this way," says Auker- 


man. "The conference meet will be a pie 
cutting contest. I think the results are 
going to depend a great deal on where 
the four teams go with their top boys. 


"I look for it to be a good meet in 


terms of competition. It's not going to be 
lopsided at all, I don't think. 


"We don't have the depth of Arlington. 


Consequently, if we don't score with our 
second boys, we're going to have our 
hands full. As far as I'm concerned, it's 
a race to win those second places." 


The league coaches met Monday night 


to discuss seeding the athletes in the 10 
swimming events. The divers are not 
seeded and must draw the order in which 
they compete. 


As expected, Forst View received the 


top seed in six events. Schlak led the 200 
and 400 freestyles and Mark Bailey the

B&WPosts Record Sales 


Baird & Warner, Inc., diversified 117- 


year-old Chicago real estate firm, report- 
ed the largest annual dollar volume and 
number of sales participations in its his- 
tory. 


Paced by participation in the sale of 


more than 3,000 residential properties, 
the firm chalked up a 1971 dollar volume 
of $180,945,336 and 3,545 sales, according 
to John L. Hall, senior vice president and 
general salpi manager. 


The gross sales volume represents a 


gain of 28.5 per cent over the 1970 figure 
of $129,452,360, while sales production in- 
creased about 33 per cent over the year- 
ago figure of 2,668 units. 


Hall cited "a marked improvement in 


the supply of mortgage money, more at- 
tractive interest rates, an upturn in new 
housing construction, and a lot of blood, 
sweat and tours by a staff of dedicated, 
professional sales people" for the firm's 
record-breaking performance. The com- 
pany's previous high record of $131 mil- 
lion, achieved in 1969, was toppled at the 
end of September. 


"Actually, the turnabout for our firm 


dates to June, 1970, when sales curved 
above the previous year for the first 
time. After breaking out of the 1969-70 
recessionary cycle in June, 1970 it's been 
clear sailing, as supported by the fact 
that we achieved a number of all-time 
high monthly sales records during the 
year," Hall said. 


Improved money market was the ma- 


jor factor in getting people "off of the 
sidelines and into the arena," according 
to Hall. He said the vigorous recovery of 
new construction particularly multi-fami- 
ly dwellings ranging frm large apart- 
ment buildings to townhomes and four- 
plexes, also helped stimulate the existing 
home market. 


"Many middle-aged and older couples 


who no longer need large homes to rear 
their families are responding favorably 
to the attraction of new housing prod- 
ucts This has been helping the turnover 
of the existing housing market," Hall 
said. 


In 1971, the firm reported the sale of 


2,993 single-familly units, an increase of 
31.6 per cent over the previous year's to- 
tal of 2,275 units, 


Except for the sale of commercial and 


apartment buildings' in excess of 12 units, 
which declined by almost 50 per cent 
from 107 a year go to 56 in 1971, sales in 
every other category were up at least 45 
per cent. 


"The sale of 81 condominium apart- 


ments, compared with 37 last year, was 
especially significant," Hall noted. "One 
of the questions that bothered many 
people when condominiums originally ap- 
peared was how they would fare, in a re- 
sale market. I think we now have solid 
evidence that the used condominium is 


an attractive housing product and poten- 
tial buyers need not fear the future mar- 
ketability of condominium homes." 


Looking ahead to 1972, Hall, who is 


also in his second term as president of 
the Chicago Real Estate Board, said he 
expects the year to be "at least as good" 
as 1971. 


"There is still plenty of mortgage mon- 


ey available and apparently mortgage 
rates will continue to decline for several 
months. If. the economic recovery we 
hear about materializes — and there is 
every reason to be optimistic in an elec- 
tion year — this could perk up busy ac- 
tivity and trigger expansion and execu- 
tive transfers, which are an excellent 
source of real estate business," Hall 
said.

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Tax Assessment 
Changes Sought 


Significant changes In the assessment 


and taxing of real property under pre- 
sent and proposed laws have been rec- 
ommended by the Apartment Council of 
Metropolitan Chicago (ACMC), made the 
announcement. 


Simon said the board of ACMC at its 


Jan. 27 meeting voted unanimously for 
six resolutions which: called for tax as- 
sessors not to exclude "fair cash market 
value" and the "capitalized value of net 
income'* In arriving at the assessment of 
real estate; called for legislation to per- 
mit pre-acljuclicatloti conferences which 
would permit builders and developers to 
have a reasonable idea as to their taxes 
before setting rents; called for legisla- 
tion permitting assessors to assess in- 
vestment real estate on a reasonable 
gross income formula: called upon the 
state to assume the substantial fiscal re- 
sponsibility for schools and the federal 
government to assume complete finan- 
cial responsibility for welfare; and last- 
ly, resolved that ACMC go on record in 
support of those cases challenging the 
use of real property to support schools, 


The resolutions were presented to the 


board by a special committee chaired by 
attorney Joseph Bernstein.' The com- 
mittee sent a questionnaire to ACMC 
members seeking their opinions. A num- 
ber of responses suggested that taxes not 
based upon the income of investment 
property could become confiscatory. 


According to Simon the two resolutions 


which seek legislation removing real es- 
tate property as a means of support for 
schools and welfare are essentially dupli- 
cates of the resolutions passed by the 
Board of the 60,000-meraber National As- 
sociation of Home Builders (NAHB) at 
its fall board meeting in San Juan last 
October. 


The Apartment Council is a member of 


the Home Builders Association of Great- 
er Chicago (HBAOC) and through it, is a 
member of the Home Builders Associ- 
ation of Illinois and the NAHB. It has 
been established to serve the needs of 
the owners, builders and managers of 
multi-family housing in the greater Chi- 
cago area. 


Following passage of the six resolu- 


tions. Simon assigned them to the legisla- 
tive action committee for recommenda- 
tions for specific implementation to be 
made at the Feb. 24 board meeting of 
ACMC. 


"There is hardly a matter of greater 


importance of real estate property own- 
ers, be they investors in large devel- 
opments or the owners of single-family 
dwellings, than the mounting real estate 
taxes to pay for our schools," Simon 
said. It was never the Intention of those 
who initiated the real estate property tax 
that it bear the extraordinary burden 
being placed upon It today. A complete 
new look into all aspects of the real es- 
tate property tax and the methods of as- 
sessment must be taken soon." 


Bernstein's committee told the ACMC 


Board that Resolution One was directed 
toward properties where problems not 
c a u s e d by management have sig- 
nificantly reduced the "fair cash market 
value" and the "capitalized value of net 
income" while taxes remain high. 


Non-payment of rent, and vandalism in 


some situations, cause income to be ex- 
tremely low while taxes remain high, 
based upon earlier "brick and mortar" 
valuations. Under such circumstances, 
many owners feel they have no logical 
course other than abandonment of the 
buildings the report said. 


The committee pointed out that Resolu- 


tion Two is an effect to deal with the 
enormous lag that exists because man- 
agement must decide upon a rent struc- 
ture before all his costs are known. With 
real estate property taxes becoming a 
significant cost factor, it is important for 
management to have a reasonable Idea

"Compared with the record total and 


increase in 1971,' the rate of growth will 
be slight," Halverson says, "but remem- 
ber, we have never before had over 2 
million starts as we did in 1971. A repeat 
performance certainly means another ex- 
cellent year is in prospect. 


"Builders, manufacturers of building 


materials and supplies, lenders and 
Realtors — all will benefit," he adds. "In 
addition, potential homeowners will.be in 
the market fueled by a steadily-rising 
economy and a strong supply of mort- 
gage money at attractive rates." 


Halverson said residential construction 


levels will be highest in the Northeast 
and Midwest sections, of the country in 
1972. "The South," he adds, "has had a 
picnic the past year or two, and can now 
expect a moderate decline, with building 
rates leveling off. The West, still beset 
by economic difficulties, will lag, as will 
the Southwest." 


Halverson forecasts a continuation of 


the trend toward single-family construc- 
tion as opposed to multi-family units. He 
predicts that about 55 to 60 per cent of 
all 1972 starts will be single-family 
homes and 40 to 45 per cent multi-family 
structures. 


"We are talking about three-bedroom, 


one and a half bath homes," he explains. 
"In multi-family units, the trend is to- 
ward garden apartments rather than 
.high-rises. Consequently, high-rise con- 
struction probably will be off this year. 
With further development and improve- 
ment of transportation facilities, people 
can live still farther away from the cen- 
ter city. This means a move to garden 
apartments — to single-family homes. 


"We are spreading our population over 


the land area instead of piling it up 'in 
the cities as we have been doing in the 
past," Halverson adds. "It's simply a 
matter of effective land usage. Town- 
houses continue to have their appeal, but 
the demand is now leveling off. Cluster 
housing is gaining in popularity — some 
at the expense of townhouses." 


He noted that the leisure home market 


should 
show 
a. modest 
if 
growing 


strength during the year. Modular hous- 
ing still remains more of a concept than 
a practical consideration. Costs, while 
somewhat less than that of conventional 
construction, still are .not enough lower 
to make a significant difference to poten- 
tial homebuyers. 


Halverson looks for shopping center 


.construction to lead the way in com-, 
mercial building, estimating it will be up 
20 to 25 per cent in'1972. 


"The trend in commercial and indus- 


. trial construction is mixed," Halverson 


points out.,"Industrial building may be a 
little slow in starting, but with corporate 
profits*, risng, this-type of construction 
should,show marked advances in the lat- 
ter part of the year and into 1973. Con- 
struction of office buildings will probably 
hold at its current rate. 


"Even with more than 2 million starts, 


the demand for housing is still not being 
met. The Government's announced goal 
of 2.6 million housing starts, annually 
through 1980 to meet the demand is an 
objective which housing and related in- 
dustries are truly striving to achieve — 
an effort which promises continued fu- 
ture growth," Halverson said.

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CMCC Blasts Sherwood On Defeat Of Housing Study

A Des Plaines spokesman (or a pro- 


low-income homing group has accused 
Aid. Robert Sherwood (2nd) of using 
"demagoguery" in asking city council 
Monday night to vote against low and 
moderate-income bousing. 


The Rev. John Petersen oC the Con- 


cerned Metropolitan Citizens Committee 
(CMCC), accused Aid. Sherwood of 'lack 
of leadership" and a "demogogic ap- 
proach to politics." The council vote will 
not stop CMCC efforts to bring low and 
moderate-income housing to Des Plaines, 
he said. 


Sherwood, a candidate for a Republi- 


can nomination in the 5th district state 


representative race, told the Herald he 
will not comment on Rev. Petersen'i ac- 
cusations. "I don't believe in answering 
the radical element," he said. 


Joseph Botte, chairman of the Des 


Plaines Residents Opposed to Low and 
Moderate Income Housing, praised Sher- 
wood and the council for "listening to the 
will of the people." 


Aid. Robert Michaels (Oth) who was 


defeated in his attempt to authorize a 
study of low and moderate-income hous- 
ing by the new housing commission, said 
the council's vote has "crippled the com- 
mission" and made an effective study-of 
city housing problems impossible. 


Rev. Petersen said Sherwood's plea to 


the council to reject the housing study 
because the "overwhelming majority of 
Des Plaines residents are against it" 
was a "demagogic" appeal. 


THE JOB OF an elected official is not 


to hold a referendum on every issue, but 
to do what must be done to solve the 
problems of the community, Rev. Peter- 
sen said. 


"The government raises the taxes, 


even though they know that everyone is 
against it." They do it because it is nec- 
essary, he said. 


Although no official stand by, the CMCC 


will be made until the group meets next 


2,399 Pupils Enrolled At Oakton College 


A total of 2,399 students, including 454 


from Des Plaines, are enrolled in full or 
part-time programs for the spring se- 
mester at Oakton Community College in 
Morton Grove. 


According to figures recently released 


by John Gngin, director of admissions 
and records for Oakton, this is an in- 
crease of 1,567 students from a year ago 
when the college first opened. 


About 57 per cent of the 2,399 students 


are full-time students, The remaining 43 
per cent are part-time students. 


A total of 53 per cent of Oakton's stu- 


dents are graduates of Maine Township 
Dist. 207 high schools. A total of 326 of 
Oakton's students graduated from Maine 
East in Park Ridge, 215 from Maine 
West in Des Plaines, 183 from Maine 
South in Park Ridge and six from Maine 
North in Des Plaines. 


Of the remaining 47 per cent of Oak- 


ton's students, five per cent of 69 gradu- 
ated from Notre Dame High School in 
Niles and 42 per cent or 581 graduated 
from Niles East, North and West high 
schools. 


A TOTAL OF 541 of Oakton's students 


are from Skokie, 464 from Des Plaines, 
330 from Park Ridge, 304 from Nlles, 2% 
from Morton Grove, 91 from Glenview 
and 70 from Lincolnwood. The remaining 
students are from nearby suburbs, ac- 
cording to Gagin. 


About 87 per cent of the students are 


residents of Oakton Community College 
Dist. 535. The 305 students who live out- 
side the district are mostly graduates of 
Evanston, Glenbrook or New Trier high 
schools, according to Gagin. 


Of the 2,399 students, 76 per cent are 


enrolled in programs leading to an asso- 
ciate in arts degrees. These programs in- 


clude business administration, liberal 
arts, general science and pre-engineer- 
ing. 


A total of 18 per cent of the students 


are working towards associate in applied 
science degrees. Programs for these stu- 
dents include office skills, child care, 
data processing, fire science, medical 
laboratory technology, marketing, man- 
agement, mechanical technology, nurs- 
ing, licensed practical nursing and radio- 
logic technology. 


The remaining students are enrolled in 


general studies or undeclared career or 
transfer programs. 


About 54 per cent of Oakton's students 


are male and 46 per cent are female, 
compared with 61 per cent male and 39 
per cent female a year ago, according to 
Gagin. 


A total of 67 per cent of the students 


are continuing students, 30 per cent are 
new and three per cent are readmitted 
students. 


This semester, 31 per cent of Oakton's 


students graduated in the top half of 
their high school classes, compared with 
21 per cent last spring. 


OF OAKTON'S 313 transfer students, 


42 transferred from Harper Junior Col- 
lege, 36 from Chicago City College, 21 
from University of Illinois circle campus, 
15 from Southern Illinois University, 14 
from Triton Junior College, 13 from

eral funding of the proposed senior citi- 
zen apartment building. The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) is now considering a fund appli- 
cation for this building from the Cook 
County Housing Authority (CCHS) 


"Some smart American Civil Liberties 


Union lawyer could make a case now for 
blocking funding. It's been done in other 
cities," he said. 


Botte said Sherwood "has shown lead- 


ership, and he has listened to the will of 
the people. This is what a politician is 
elected to do, to represent the people " 


Botte said members of his group had 


been considering a "recall move" or ef- 
forts to defeat in elections the aldermen 
who were for the low and moderate-in- 
come housing study. 


FOUR ALDERMEN, Michaels, Alan 


Abrams (8th), Lois Czubakowski (5th) 
and Arthur Erbach (5th) voted for the 
amendment to authorize a housing study. 


However, Botte said, these aldermen 


later voted to create the new commission 
to study only substandard housing, pos- 
sible senior citizen housing sites, and the 
need for a city housing authority. So po- 
litical moves against the dissident alder- 
men will not be necessary, Botte said. 


He said the new commission has re- 


ceived a mandate not to study low and 
moderate-income housing. 


Michaels agreed that the commission 


has been forbidden to study low and 
moderate-income housing, and added 
that he does not think the new commis- 
sion can study city housing problems 
with'such a mandate. 


Michaels, who has stated he is not en- 


dorsing low and moderate-income hous- 
ing, said that without investigating gov- 
ernment subsidies, the commission can 
only recommend building code enforce- 
ment as a way of solving substandard 
housing problems. 


Since senior citizen bousing is federally 


subsidized low and moderate-income 
housing for the elderly, the commission 
cannot study this topic, he said. 


And a housing authority's sole job is to 


funnel governmental funds to local hous- 
ing, so the commission cannot study this 
without studying low and moderate-in- 
come housing, Michaels said. 


The term "low and moderate-income 


housing" also means privately owned 
and developed housing, Michaels pointed 
out It could mean local efforts to finance 
or make marketable low or moderate 
rent housing, but this has been ruled out 
by forbidding the study, he said. 


Mrs. Sue D'Hondt, president of the 


League of Women Voters, said her group 
will meet Feb. 17 to decide what steps it 
will take on the housing issue. The 
league had urged that the commission 
study low and moderate housing 


Mrs. D'Hondt and Rev. Petersen both 


noted that Sherwood had referred to sev- 
eral reports — from the League, the 


Cook County Housing Authority, the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion — have stated there is a need for 
low and moderate-income housing in Des 
Plaines.

lost nine Republican incumbents and 19 
others won renomination. The board was 
cut from 31 members to 25. Incumbent 
Republican Board Chairman Gerald R. 
Weeks won renomination over Lester R. 
Swailes by more than 4,000 votes. 
Swailes, however, an incumbent board 
member, won renomination to the board 
from his home district.

Social Security Death 


Payment Facts Clarified 


People are sometimes puzzled about 


the social security lump-sum death bene- 
fit because it isn't clear to them who gets 
it and why the amount can vary, accord- 
ing to Cornelius R. Schafer, district man- 
ager for Chicago's Northwest social se- 
curity office. 


"The death payment is usually mads 


to the widow or widower of a deceased 
worker who was Insured under social se- 
curity." Schafer said. "But if there is no 
widow or widower who was living in the 
same household with the worker at the 
time of death, the payment may be 
made, under certain conditions, directly 
to the funeral home or to the person who 
paid the funeral expenses." 


The amount of the social security 


death benefit is three times what the de- 
ceased worker would have received as a 
monthly retirement benefit at 65 — with 
a maximum of $255, Schafer said. The 
amount can vary from $211.20 to $255 
with the average about $242. 


"The death payment is paid only when 


a worker who was Insured under social 
security dies," Schafer pointed out. "It 


isn't payable if a dependent of an insured 
worker dies — unless the dependent him- 
self has worked long enough under social 
security to be insured on his own 
record." 


Schafer gave this example: 
A retired couple .receive monthly social 


security benefits on the husband's earn- 
ings record. The wife never worked un- 
der social security. If the husband died, 
a lump-sum death payment would be 
made to his wife because he was insured 
under social security. 


IF THE WIFE DIED, a payment 


would not be made. She had received re- 
tirement benefits on her 
husband's 


record, but she was not herself insured 
under social security. 


Last year, the Social Security Adminis- 


tration paid $293.6 million in death bene- 
fits on the records of 1,220,248 deceased 
workers, Schafer pointed out. 


"If someone in your family dies, be 


sure to check with your local social se- 
curity office for information about the 
death payment as well as for information 
on survivors benefits," Schafer said.

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More Than 200,000 Bankruptcy Petitions Filed In 1971 


The number of Americans turning to 


bankruptcy as a way out of their debts is 
on the rise again. 


Over 200,000 bankruptcy petitions were 


filed in 1971 — up 3.6 per cent from 1970. 


Bankruptcies have risen steadily since 


World War II, sotting new records each 
year until they reached nn all-time high 
in 1967. They declined somewhat hi 1968 
and 1969 and now are creeping up again. 


According to a recent survey by the 


Family Economics Bureau of North- 
western National Life Insurance Co., the 
number of bankruptcies has risen almost 
600 per cent since 1950, when only 34,000 
were filed. Over a billion dollars in debts 
is now washed down the -drain every 
year. 


Some bankruptcies — like those of the 


huge Penn Central Railroad or a mem- 
ber of the wealthy DuPont family — 
make newspaper headlines. Although the 
vast majority involve small businesses 
and consumers who don't make head- 
lines, the results of their bankruptcies 
are felt by every American. 


The losses written off by bankruptcy 


are reflected in increased interest rates 
all borrowers are charged and in the 


price consumers pay'for goods and ser- 
vices. 


When the federal Bankruptcy Act was 


passed in 1898, consumer- credit was vir- 
tually unknown, The years following WW 
II saw consumer credit mushroom. And 
Mr. and Mrs. Average America begin fil- 
ing bankruptcy in increasing numbers. 
In 1950 there were 9,000 business and 
25,000 consumer bankruptcies. By 1960 
there were 12,000 business and nearly 
100,000 consumer bankruptcies. Last year 
businesses accounted for 19,078 bank- 
ruptcies and consumers for 182,143! In 
1950, 22 out of 100,000 people filed bank- 
ruptcy. For 1971, the figure was 90 per 
100,000 population. 


THE FAMILY ECONOMICS Bureau 


found several factors have contributed to 
the rise in consumer bankruptcies. For 
one thing, credit is easily available. Also, 
pressures are exerted on families to 
"buy now and pay later." Some con- 
sumers themselves may be faulted for 
their itch to spend and their inability at 
times to distinguish between luxuries and 
necessities. The "new morality" which 
tends to put a lower priority on financial 
responsibility, and harsh collection laws 


in some states are also contributing fac- 
tors. • 
i 
, 
, 


The reason for filing bankruptcy is dif- 


ferent for each individual, but in all 
cases there are both "basic" and "trig- 
gering" causes. The most common basic, 
or underlying cause, is poor money man- 
agement. A desire to "keep up with the 
Joneses," impulsive buying and failure 
to provide for emergencies all lead to 
careless and reckless use of consumer 
credit. Sudden fluctuatinos in earnings as 
a result of lay-offs or elimination of over- 
time pay are also primary causes. Other 
basic reasons include large hospital bills, 
medical expenses and casualty losses, 
such as caused by a fire or tornado, of- 
ten inadequately covered by insurance. 


The triggering cause, or the "straw 


that finally breaks the camel's back," 
and sends the debtor to bankruptcy court 
is usually threatened or actual garnish- 
ment of wages. Attachment and repos- 
sessions of such things as a car used to 
get to work and harassment by creditors 
are also triggering causes. 


Studies have shown there are four 


types of debtors. The first is the debtor 
who is the victim of circumstance — the 
honest person struck by misfortune.

Second is the mismanager, who, while 


honest, simply lacks the ability to budget 
his income and gets deeply in debt. 
These two comprise the majority of all 
debtors. The other two types are the 
"won't pay," who has no intention of 
paying his bills, and the "skip," who 
leaves after running up huge bills. 


THE AVERAGE CONSUMER bank- 


rupt is not lazy or dishonest. He works 
hard. He is 30 years old,-married and 
has a larger-than-average family. He is a 
blue-collar worker with a 10th grade'edu- 
cation and few marketable skills. He 
owes money on furniture, his car, appli- 
ances, tools and clothes, He is also be- 
hind on his rent or his mortgage pay- 
ments, and he owes money to a small 
loan company, his wife's doctor and the 
children's dentist. But the largest portion 
. of his debt is owed banks and loan com- 
panies. Medical and dental bills are an- 
other large item. 


In one bankruptcy court a study re- 


vealed that 78 per cent of the debtors 
surveyed had at least one hospital or 
medical bill; for three per cent, health 
expenses were more than half of their 
total debts. 
•* * * . 


Eighty-five per cent of all consumer 


debtors file straight bankruptcies. This 
discharges all debts except taxes alimo- 
ny, support payments and liability for in- 
jury to another person or to property. 


The remaining 15 per cent file under 


Chapter 13, the Wage-Earner Plan, 
enacted in 1938. This enables a debtor to 
work out a plan, subject to approval of 


his credijws, to pay his debts under 
court supervision over an extended peri- 
od of time, usually 36 months. Chapter 13 
is suitable when the debts are not ex- 
cessive and the debtor has sufficient 
earning capacity to pay. While under 
court supervision, a Chapter 13 debtor is 
protected from garnishment, repossession 
and harassment. 


Even though a person may be head 


over heels in debt, he'll find it costs mon- 
ey to file bankruptcy, according to 
Northwestern National Life. In all cases, 
there are filing fees and attorney's costs. 


In Chapter 13 cases, a percentage of 


the debts must be paid to a court-ap- 
pointed trustee. In straight bankruptcies, 
the bankrupt loses whatever assets he 
has, except those exempt under state 
law. 


There is still a stigma attached to go- 


ing bankrupt, although doing so no long- 
er means financial ruin. When money.is 
tight, it is doubtful that a bankrupt can 
get a home mortgage, but this is not true 
when money is relatively easy. He would 
not. have any trouble in obtaining new 
credit for any item that can be repos- 
sessed. Some retailers encourage a bank- 
rupt to open new lines of credit, knowing 
that the law prevents him from filing 
bankruptcy again for six years. 


WHILE THE BANKRUPTCY law is a 


federal one, it is subject to different in- 
terpretations in each state. Different per- 
sonal exemptions of property from cred- 
itor's claims, and different collection 
laws create 50 sets of laws in 50 states. 
Designed originally for businesses, the 


Bankruptcy Act is still geared to busi- 
ness bankruptcies, despite nearly 100 
amendments over the years. 


One weak spot in the whole picture is a 


lack of counseling and education in cred- 
it 
and money 
management. Until 


recently, school systems taught students 
little about managing their personal af- 
fairs. Almost without exception, experts 
say, the person who is heavily in debt — 
a likely candidate for bankruptcy — can 
be saved if he gets help. 


A. 
Presidential 
Commission 
was 


recently formed to study the problems of 
bankruptcy and to recommend changes 
to Congress in 1973. It seems that some 
changes are needed. 


As long as credit is available, some 


families will get into trouble over their 
debts. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Up to a point, 


Quinn Tamm, executive director of the 
International Association of Chiefs of Po- 
lice, had a good point. 


His testimony that homeowners who 


buy handguns for protection against in- 
truders "constitute a menace to them- 
selves and their families" undoubtedly 
was sound.

homeowner's capacity for ineptitude with 
any sort of weapon.

the bottom steps he stumbled over a 
loose snowshoe and dropped the brick on 
his left foot, breaking three toes.

rita Evermore, wife of Clyde K. Ever- 
more, was in Terminal Hospital today 
undergoing treatment for brick wounds 


accidentally inflicted by her husband.

his bed cleaning the brick with lighter 
fluid, which spontaneously ignited. 


In panic, he tossed the flaming brick

Space Shuttle Project 
May Cut Satellite Costs 


by AL ROSSITER JR. 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) — The depu- 


ty director of the space shuttle project 
says the new rocket plane will virtually 
eliminate the risk of total failure in 
launching automated satellites. 


Leroy E. Day also said the shuttle will 


be able to cut satellite development costs 
in half in -some cases by .being able to 
carry larger and heavier 
spacecraft 


gentlj into orbit and then having the 
capability to go up and retrieve them lat- 
er for refurbishment. 


"The shuttle will revolutionize our 


whole approach of developing and flying 
payloads," Day told a recent meeting of 
the American Institute of Aeronautics 
and Astronautics in Boulder, Colo. 


The $5.5 billion space shuttle, recently 


approved by President Nixon, will have 
a four-man crew but its main job when it 
becomes operational in 1979 will be to 
carry unmanned spacecraft into orbit, 


DAY SAID RECENT studies showed 


that by replacing less reliable ex- 
pendable rockets, the space shuttle 
would have eliminated 78 launch-related 
failures of unmanned spacecraft on past 
agency missions. 


Another S3 spacecraft that were erratic 


or inoperable after being placed in orbit 
could have been returned to the lauch 
site by the shuttle for repairs and modi- 
fications. 


Day said the shuttle is being designed 


so that if it should fail during-its climb 
Into space it will return to Earth intact 
with its crew and payload unharmed; 
. 


The space agency's Orbiting Astrono- 


mical Observatory (OAO) project was 
cited as an example of how the-shuttle 
could do away with the .risk of failure. 


Three of the expensive stargazers have 


been launched. The first failed shortly af- 
ter reaching orbit because 'of a faulty 
battery charger. The shuttle could have 
retrieved the big spacecraft and brought 
it back for repairs. 
.

The second OAO worked perfectly,.but 


the third was lost in 1970 when its nose 
cone failed to come off during the launch 
phase and dragged the $83 million craft 
back to a fiery death in the Earth's at- 
mosphere. 


"The shroud jettison problem that pre- 


vented the third OAO from attaining or- 
bit could have been avoided if the shuttle' 
had been the launch vehicle," Day said.

Debts were to be settled during the last 


week of the old year. 


With all evil spirits driven out,-with 


creditors satisfied, the ancients could 
now divert their attention to pacifying 
the gods. Tradition holds that between 
the 24th day of the 12th month and New 
Year's day all gods go to Yu Huangti, 
the Jade emperor or; highest of all heav- 
enly'gods': ,Aff'thaffstbut the hearth gtfd 
who spends the witole>ear with the fam- 
ily. An elaborate farewell dinner was 
given in this deity's honor, a dinner con- 
sisting solely of sweets so that this last- 
to-depart god would mouth only sweet re- 
ports when he reported to the jade em- 
peror. After the sacrifice, the god — rep- 
resented by small paper image seated on 
bamboo stalks — would be set afire; in 
flames he would then ride to heaven. 


Parts of this old ceremonial are often 


enacted in the contemporary Chinese 
theatre as the old year draws to a close. 


Today, in Chinese communities across 


the globe, fireworks will welcome Festi- 
val Year 4670 as they have the advent of 
all past new years. These will be set 
throughout the night, with different 
streets and quarters competing with one 
another. 
•- 


The East resembles the West in fmany 


ways as the holiday conies to fruition. 
The last day of the old year find crowds 
surging through the streets. These are 
the days when the traditional new year's 
gifts are purchased . . . flowers, trees 
and rare fruits. 


Food is a welcome new year's gift; 


with oranges a special favorite. For 
members of one's own family, ornaments 
or textiles, especially silk, are preferred. 


Elaborate decorations distinguish the 


main door during the festival. Adhering 
to tradition, the family puts up a screen, 
barring the entrance of evil spirits. For 
good measure, pictures of the 'door 
gods,' Yu-Ch'ih Kung and Ch'in Ch'iung, 
can be hung on-the mam door. 


The last day of the old year is one of 


hustle and bustle. The men of the family 
visit distant relatives and friends; the 
women busy themselves in the kitchen. 
All food preparation is done on this day 
since using any knife or sharp in- 
strument on new year's day is thought to 
cut the coming year's good luck pattern. 


Red is used abundantly in decoration, 


as it represents luck. 


The latter part of this 'day before' is 


devoted to the immediate family. 


Ancestors are especially remembered 


in prayer and invocation on New Year's 
Eye; thoughts of the dead .are believed to 
unite the living with their divine ances- 
tors who lived hundreds of years ago and 
who founded the family unit. 


At midnight, cries of "Gung Hoy Fet 


Toy" (Happy new year) ring through the 
household as young and old alike ex- 
change good wishes and welcome the 
good influences and power that comes on 
the heels of each new year. 


This is the last occasion of the festival 


when fire crackers resound. In some 
areas, a special minor festival, of lan- 
terns is held where the community exhib 
its colorful and elaborate lanterns .

Her Centerpiece Doubles As Dessert

A table decoration that doubles as des- 


sert contributes to the festive atmos- 
phere of Mra. Robert M. Rulkka's de- 
lightful Italian dinners. The menu fea- 
tures Chicken Cacclatore, a favorite with 
her family and friends. 


For her centerpiece, Pattl Ruikka uses 


an empty wine bottle in a basket with a 
candle placed in the neck and surrounds 
it with an assortment of fresh fruits, 
nuts, crackers and cheese. These may be 
eaten atone or with tortoni for dessert. 


When entertaining guests for this meal, 


Pattl starts off with Hot Cheese Puffs for 
appetizers. These are made by preparing 
a cheese-flavored dough and wrapping it 
Around pieces of browned Italian saus- 
age. 


"Stuffed green olives or water chest- 


nuts may be substituted for the saus- 
age," Paid said. 


The puffs are baked until golden and 


then arranged on a tray along with black 
olives and marinated artichokes: 


Her Chicken Cacciatore is made by 


browning chicken and cooking it in a to- 
mato sauce well-seasoned with onion, 
green pepper, garlic, a few herbs and 
spices. 


"Chianti wine is also used," Patti said, 


"and contributes tojhe distinctive flavor 
of the sauce. The chicken absorbs this 
savory flavor and becomes very tender 
and moist." 


She serves the chicken cacciatore over 


wide noodles and it makes a big hit with 
her husband, Bob, and children Marty, 
11, Randy, 9, Timmy, 8, and Tommy, 4. 


As an accompaniment for this entree, 


Patti suggests a crisp salad of Romaine 
and leaf or iceberg lettuce mixed with 
scallions, radishes, tomatoes, cucumbers 
and carrots. She serves it with a tasty 


dressing she .devised herself which sim- 
ply consists of mayonnaise, tangy cat- 
sup, lemon Juice and Worcestershire 
sauce. 


"THE DRESSING is also excellent for 


use on avocado halves stuffed with crab- 
meat," Patti said. "Garnished with hard- 
boiled eggs and olives, this is delightful 
luncheon fare." 


With the chicken cacciatore she also 


serves French bread spread with butter 
and sprinkled with garlic salt and par- 
mesan cheese. Chianti wine accompanies 
the meal.

To top off this appealing dinner, Patti 


suggests Coffee Tortoni, the popular fro- 
zen Italian dessert. Somewhat similar to 
ice cream, it is flavored with vanilla and 
almond extract and instant coffee pow- 
der. Toasted almonds are folded in. 


This good cook freezes the tortoni mix- 


ture in paper cups placed in muffin tins. 


Just before serving, it is garnished with 
whipped cream and additional toasted al- 
monds. 


"The tortoni may also be made in a pie 


crust," Patti explained. 


Her favorite crust is one which she 


describes as "heavenly, because it is so 
quick and easy to prepare and so flakey 
it melts in your mouth." 


"I got lazy one day and just patted the 


dough into the shell and found it works 
just as well as a rolled crust," Patti 
laughingly remarked. "However, it is 
very tender and crumbles easily when 
cut," she cautioned. 


She freezes the tottoni mixture in the 


baked crust, and when serving garnishes 
the top with whipped cream, sprinkles it 
with toasted almonds and drizzles Her- 
shey's Chocolate Syrup over all. 


"The crust is also scrumptious for ba-

Tentative approval for three liquor li- 


censes was indicated by the Schnumburg 
Village Board Tuesday night. One Is for 
a new restaurant, while the other two 
are for packaged goods departments in 
Jewel Tea Co. stores. 


Peter Greene, a resident of Aspen, 


Colo., told of his plans to construct a 


Cork and Cleaver restaurant on Algon- 
quin Road, just east of the Sears Ser- 
vice Center building. Greene and his 
partner started in the restaurant busi- 
ness when they were college students, 
and opened a steak house in Scottsdale, 
Ariz., he said. It was highly successful, 
and they now operate 11 such facilities, 


he told the board. The chain is not a 
f r a n c h i s e operation, and the new 
Schuumburg restaurant would be oper- 
ated by the owners, Greene said. 


Thus far, said Greene, Cork and Clea- 


ver owns restaurants in Arizona, Ohio, 
Nebraska, Colorado and North Dakota. 
The architecture is identical at each 


building, he said, with the exterior con- 
structed of adobe brick imported from 
Mexico. Menus are printed on meat clea- 
vers, and water glasses are made from 
wine bottles, cut in half.

In another area related to devel- 


opment, Fire Chief Lloyd Abrahamsen 
requested the village develop an ordi- 
nance relating to the placement of fire 
hydrants. 


Currently an ordinance requires hy- 


drants to be 400 feet apart, but Abra- 
hamsen voiced concern over some new 
buildings that are being placed long dis- 
tances from streets in the village, 


The chief said instances do exist where 


the hydrants are 400 feet apart, but they 
may be 500 feet from the building.,He 
said this may limit the number of hoses 
that can be used in fighting a fire. 


The committee recommended Abra- 


hamsen meet with members of the plans 
commission to work out new guidelines 
to solve the problem.

The licenses 
wouW be for stores m Weathersfield 
Commons and the Turnstyle in Woodfield 
Commons Shopping Center, Golf and 
Meacham roads. The Weathersfield li- 
cense would be for beer, wine and ale 
only, while the other license might also 
be for hard liquor, depending on which 
other stores lease space at the center, 
said Galassini. 


The Turnstyle liquor department is to 


be located in an alcove of the store, but 
the one in the Weathersfield store will be 


in a partitioned area, said Galassini. In 
both stores, only persons aged 21 or older 
will be permitted to sell, package or 
shelve the liquors.

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Reduced Criminal 
Charges Against 
Heidt Are Filed

Reduced criminal charges against a 


former Schauoiburg policeman, William 
Heidt, were filed yesterday In Cook 
County Circuit Court, Niles. 


The charges stem from the alleged 


theft last summer of over $1,100 in mer- 
chandise from a local department store. 


The complaint, charging Heidt with 


theft, a misdemeanor, was filed by Ar- 
chie Hignett, security officer for the 
Sears store in Woodfield. Heidt had been 
charged with grand theft in the same 
matter. If convicted on the new charge, 
Heidt could face up to a year in the Cook 
County Jail, a fine of up to $1,000 or a 
combination of both. 


The case was also continued until Feb. 


29 in Niles. The continuance was granted 
so Dan Mirobfllli, assistant state's attor- 
ney, could be present. He has conducted 
the state's case since July. 


In December, Judge Peters ruled the 


evidence in case the merchandise alle- 
gedly stolen by Heidt was not admis- 
sable because it was taken in an illegal 
search. For the past two months the case 
has been continued and transferred from 
Niles to Schaumburg and back to Niles 
again. 


The new complaint reads exactly the 


same .as the one charging grand theft, 
only the charge differs. 


Heidt is formally charged with the 


theft of only five items, three hand mix- 
ers and two .30 caliber rifles from the 
Sears store. 


Judge Peters said yesterday he would 


give the case some study before it comes 
before him again. It is also expected that 
the original grand theft charge will be 
resolved at that time. No action was tak- 
en on the original charge yesterday and 
it still stands. 


ASST STATE'S Atty. Jack Tatoolls, 


who presented the new complaint, had no 
comment after the brief hearing. 


Judge Peters did not require that Heidt 


post another bond on the new complaint 
because he has already posted bond on 
the felony charge. 


Heidt's attorney, Al Klest, said only he 


will decide on filing motions on the new' 
complaint before the hearing later this 
month. 


He added no action has been taken in 


complaint he filed seeking a reversal of 
the Schaumburg Police and Fire Com- 
mission decision to dismiss Heidt on con- 
duct, unbecoming of a police officer.

Planning for next year's village budget 


will get under way in earnest the first 
part of next week, according to Buffalo 
Grove Village Mgr. Daniel Larson. 


Larson has set Feb. 15 as the deadline 


for all village department heads to give 
him "source documents" and projected 
budget figures for the next fiscal year 
which begins May 1. 


Larson said he plans to submit a budg- 


et to the village board by the end of 
March or the first part of April. 


THE VILLAGE manager said he could 


not make any predictions on the total 


budget because he does not have the fig- 
ures from the department heads or reve- 
nue projections from property taxes. 


The property tax receipt projections

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CMCC Blasts Sherwood On Defeat Of Housing Study

A Des Plnincs spokesman for a pro- 


low-income housing group has accused 
Aid. Robert Sherwood (2nd) of using 
"dcmagoguery" in asking city council 
Monday night to vote against low and 
moderate-income housing. 


The Rev. John Peterson of the Con- 


cerned Metropolitan Citizens Committee 
(CMCC), accused Aid. Sherwood of "lack 
of leadership" and a "clemogogic ap- 
proach to politics." The council vote will 
not stop CMCC efforts to bring low and 
moderate-income housing to Des Plaincs, 
he said. 


Sherwood, a candidate for a Republi- 


can nomination in the 5th district state 


representative race, told the Herald he 
will not comment on Rev. Peterson's ac- 
cusations. "I don't believe in answering 
the radical element," he said. 


Joseph Botte, chairman of the Des 


Plaincs Residents Opposed to Low and 
Moderate Income Housing, praised Sher- 
wood and the council for "listening to the 
will of the people." 


Aid. Robert Michaels (8th) who was 


defeated in his attempt to authorize a 
study of low and moderate-income hous- 
ing by the new housing commission, said 
the council's vote has "crippled the com- 
mission" and made an effective study of 
city housing problems impossible. 


Rev. Petersen said Sherwood's plea to 


the council to reject the housing study 
because the "overwhelming majority of 
Des Plaines residents are against it" 
was a "demagogic" appeal. 


THE JOB OF an elected official is not 


to hold a referendum on every issue, but 
to do1 what must be done to solve the 
problems of the community, Rev. Peter- 
sen said. 


"The government raises the taxes, 


even though they know that everyone is 
against it." They do it because it is nec- 
essary, he said. 


Although no official stand by the CMCC 


will be made until the group meets next 


2,399 Pupils Enrolled At Oakton College 


A total of 2,399 students, including 454 


from Des Plaines, are enrolled in full or 
part-time programs for the spring se- 
mester at Oakton Community College in 
Morton Grove. 


According to figures recently released 


by John Gagin, director of admissions 
and records for Oakton, this Is an in- 
crease of 1,567 students from a year ago 
when the college first opened. 


About 57 per cent of the 2,399 students 


are full-time students. The remaining 43 
per cent are part-time students. 


A total of 53 per cent of Oakton's stu- 


dents are graduates of Maine Township 
Dist. 207 high schools. A total of 326 of 
Oakton's students graduated from Maine 
East in Park Ridge, 315 from Maine 
West in Des Plaines, 183 from Maine 
South in Park Ridge and six from Maine 
North in Des Plaines. 


Of the remaining 47 per cent of Oak- 


ton's students, five per cent of 69 gradu- 
ated from Notre Dame High School in 
Niles and 42 per cent or 581 graduated 
from Niles East, North and West high 
schools. 


A TOTAL OF* 541 of Oakton's students 


are from Skokle, 454 from Des Plaines, 
330 from Park Ridge, 304 from Niles, 296 
from Morton Grove, 91 from Glenview 
and 70 from Lineolnwood. The remaining 
students are from nearby suburbs, ac- 
cording to Gagin. 


About 8? per cent of the students are 


residents of Oakton Community College 
Dist. 535. The 305 students who live out- 
side the district are mostly graduates of 
Evanston. Glenbrook or New Trier high 
schools, according to Gagin. 


Of the 2,399 students, 76 per cent are 


enrolled in programs leading to an asso- 
ciate in arts degrees. These programs In- 


clude business administration, liberal 
arts, general science and pre-ehgineer- 
ing. 


A total of 18 per cent of the students 


are working towards associate in applied 
science degrees. Programs for these stu- 
dents include office skills, child care, 
data processing, fire science, medical 
laboratory technology, marketing, man- 
agement, mechanical technology, nurs- 
ing, licensed practical nursing and radio- 
logic technology. 


The remaining students are enrolled in 


general studies or undeclared career or 
transfer programs. 


About 54 per cent of Oakton's students 


are male and 46 per cent are female, 
compared with 61 per cent male and 39 
per cent female a year ago, according to 
Gagin, 


A total of 67 per cent of the students 


are continuing students, 30 per cent are 
new and three per cent are readmitted 
students. 


This semester, 31 per cent of Oakton's 


students graduated in the top half of 
their high school classes, compared with 
21 per cent last spring. 


OF OAKTON'S 313 transfer students, 


42 transferred from Harper Junior Col- 
lege, 36 from Chicago City College, 21 
from University of Illinois circle campus, 
15 from Southern Illinois University, 14 
from Triton Junior College, 13 from 
Northern Illinois University, 10 from De- 
Paul University, eight from Western Illi- 
nois University, eight from University of 
Illinois in Urbana, four from Loyola Uni- 
versity and the remaining 142 from other 
colleges. 


A total of 1,894 of Oakton's students 


are between 17 and 25 years old, 286 be- 


f 
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tween 26 and 35, 140 between 36 and 45, 
65 between 46 and 55 and nine students 
are more than 56 years old. 


A total of 469 of Oakton's students are 


receiving some kind of financial aid for 
their study program, compared with 393 
last year at this time, The majority of 
those'receiving aid are military veter- 
ans. 


A total of 1,857 of Oakton's students 


are single and 475 are married. The re- 
maining students are either widowed, di- 
vorced or separated from their spouses. 


About 73 per cent of Oakton's students 


attend all their classes during the day, 
while 27. per cent attend only evening 
classes.

eral funding of the proposed senior citi- 
zen apartment building. The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) is now considering a fund appli- 
cation for this building from the Cook 
County Housing Authority (CCHS) 


"Some smart American Civil Liberties 


Union lawyer could make a case now for 
blocking funding. It's been done in other 
cities," he said. 


Botte said Sherwood "has shown lead- 


ership, and he has listened to the will of 
the people. This is what a politician is 
elected to do, to represent the people." 


Botte said members of his group had 


been considering a "recall move" or ef- 
forts to defeat in elections the aldermen 
who were for the low and moderate-in- 
come housing study. 


FOUR ALDERMEN, Michaels, Alan 


Abrams (8th), Lois Czubakowski (5th) 
and Arthur Erbach (5th) voted for the 
amendment to authorize a housing study. 


However, Botte said, these aldermen 


later voted to create the new commission 
to study only substandard housing, pos- 
sible senior citizen housing sites, and the 
need for a city housing authority. So po- 
litical moves against the dissident alder- 
men will not be necessary, Botte said. 


He said the new commission has re- 


ceived a mandate not to study low and 
moderate-income housing. 


Michaels agreed that the commission 


has been forbidden to study low and 
moderate-income housing, and added 
that he does not think the new commis- 
sion can study city housing problems 
with such a mandate, 


Michaels, who has stated he is not en- 


dorsing low and moderate-income hous- 
ing, said that without investigating gov- 
ernment subsidies, the commission can 
only recommend building code .enforce- 
ment as a way of solving substandard 
housing problems. 


Since senior citizen housing is federally 


subsidized low and 
moderate-income 


housing for the elderly, the commission 
cannot study this topic, he said. 


And a housing authority's sole job is to 


funnel governmental funds to local hous- 
ing, so the commission cannot study this 
without studying low and moderate-in- 
come housing, Michaels said. 


The term "low and moderate-income 


housing" also means privately owned 
and developed housing, Michaels pointed 
out. It could mean local efforts to finance 
or make marketable low or moderate 
rent housing, but this has been ruled out 
by forbidding the study, he said. 


Mrs. Sue D'Hondt, president of the 


League of Women Voters, said her group 
will meet Feb. 17 to decide what steps it 
will take on the housing issue. The 
league had urged that the commission 
study low and moderate housing. 


Mrs. D'Hondt and Rev. Petersen both 


noted that Sherwood had referred to sev- 
eral reports — from the League, the 


Cook County Housing Authority, the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion — have stated there is a need for 
low and moderate-income housing in Des 
Plaines.

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Ski Mask Bandits 
Lurked 4 Hours

Police theorized Wednesday thnt the 


two men who robbed the Bank of Buffalo 
Grove and escaped with more than 
$100,000 were in the bank undetected for 
more than four hours before forcing a 
teller to open the vault after banking 
hours Tuesday evening, 


George Miller, the president of the 


bank, said yesterday between $112,000 
and $120,000 was taken, but the exact 
amount still is not known. 


It is possible that the two men, de- 


scribed by witnesses as under 25 years of 
age and wearing long hair, could 'have 
been familiar to bank employes and thus 
would not have been considered sus- 
picious. 


However Buffalo Grove Police Chief 


Harold Smith said that theory is only 
speculation and added, "it is not neces- 
sarily that difficult to get downstairs," to 
hide near the vault where the robbery 
occurred. 


Smith also said it is only speculation 


whether the robbery was carried out by 
lical persons or if professionals were in- 
volved. 


Bt'T HE DID say, "1 have the feeling 


it is someone we know." 


Police are compiling a list of possible 


suspects and are "talking to as many 
witnesses as possible," according to 


Bank Money 
Was Insured 


The president of the Bank of Buffalo 


Grove said yesterday the money taken in 
Tuesday's armed robbery will not result 
in any loss to persons who have accounts 
with the bank. 


"We're completely covered," George 


Miller said yesterday following the Tues- 
day night robbery In which between 
$112,000 and $120,000 was taken at gun- 
point from four bank employes after 
closirg hours. 


Miller said the bank is protected by the 


Federal Deposit insurance Corp. and an 
additional policy the bank has with a pri- 
vate insurance company. 


He said the bank will have the money 


from the insurance companies by next 
Tuesday. 


THE BANK, located at the corner of 


Buffalo Grove and Dundee roads, was 
chartered in July, 1968 and opened,about 
a year later in August, 1060. 


The bank opened with holdings worth 


$7.V),ooo. The bank has grown steadily 
ov«:r the last two years and listed assets 
Staling $7,870,501 a» of Sept. 30, 1071. 


The Village of Buffalo Grove has most 


of its money in the bank and the park 
district invested the proceeds from its 
SI,2.V),(XX) bond issue with the bank. 


Smith. 


Meanwhile, the two suspects, who wore 


ski masks and brandished small caliber 
revolvers in the robbery, are 'still at 
large and are being sought by local and 
state police and federal agents. 


Smith said the Federal Bureau of In- 


vestigation has assigned 15 agents to the 
case. He met with state police detectives 
for about an hour Wednesday morning to 
discuss the case with them. 


After the meeting, Smith told the Her- 


ald most of the information and leads 
are sketchy and he is meeting with state 
and federal agents to "correlate our in- 
formation so there is no duplication." 


ACCORDING TO the police account of 


the robbery, the suspects entered the 
bank sometime before 2 p.m. when the 
bank closes all but the drive-up windows. 
When the robbery took place, shortly be- 
fore 6:30 p.m., there were four persons 
in the bank — three tellers and one em- 
ploye working downstairs. 


Police believe the robbers first hand- 


cuffed the employe in the basement and 
then waited for each teller to bring down 
the day's receipts from the cash draw- 
ers. The tellers normally come separate- 
ly because they finish totaling, their 
receipts at different times, Smith said. 


As each teller came down, the robbers 


handcuffed them and placed the tellers 
out of view of the next employe coming 
down the stairs. After all the employes 
were in the basement, the robbers forced 
one teller to open the vault at gunpoint. 


The suspects fled on foot out the west 


door of the bank carrying the money in a 
green duffel bag. 


Smith said he did not know the exact 


amount that was taken. 


SMITH SAID NO shots were fired and 


no one was injured. The only physical 
violence consisted of the tellers being 
handcuffed. 


The robbers narrowly missed being ap- 


prehended by village police, who as a 
normal security measure, patrol the 
bank parking lot at closing time. Patrol- 
man Gary Wenckebach was in a police 
squad in the parking lot at 6:12 p.m., 
according to the police radio log. He 
stayed in the lot approximately six min- 
utes. He told the Herald he did not ob- 
serve anything suspicious, so he resumed 
his normal patrol at 6:18. 


At 6:20, the robbery was reported.

BRAUN TOLD THE board members 


he and Police Chief Robert Centner had 
met with owners of the cab companies to 
discuss the problem^ which provided a 
basis for his recommendations. 


He said a main cause of the problems 


resulted from the opening last fall of the 
new railroad depot and transportation 
center at Smith and Colfax streets. 


The requirement for keeping a log 


would allow the village police to spot 
check the fares charged by the cabs, es- 
pecially those with more than one pas- 
senger. 


Braun said he had received a written 


complaint from a resident saying he had 
been improperly charged with two people 
in the cab. He said the complaint was 
checked out and found to be true. 


The existing village ordinance requires 


the last person leaving the cab to pay the 
fare. However, in some "bases each pas- _ 
senger was being charged for the full ' 
meter amount when each left the cab. 


Braun said the zone plan for fares 


would solve this problem, allowing a flat 
rate to be charged to all passengers. The 
rate would be posted in clear -view on the 
cab and only would apply to persons 
needing transportation to and from the 
train station, generally at rush hours. 


The prohibition against unattended 


cars in a loading zone would also elimi- 
nate the problem of cabs taking up space 
and not using it. 


"It's not proper to use a cab loading 


zone as storage space," Braun said. 


BRAUN SUGGESTED setting certain 


hours for operation of the cabs because" 
there is "something wrong when you 
want a cab at 2:30 in the afternoon and 
you can't get one." 


Herman Philippe, owner of A-l Cab, 


explained he takes his three cabs off the 
roads at 5 p.m., but answers any calls 
and provides service after that time. 


Philippe also asked the board for per- 


mission to place an A-l dispatcher in the 
train depot as Palatine Cab is currently 
allowed. He complained he was losing 
fares because commuters leaving trains 
placed reservations with Palatine Cab at 
the depot and could not see the loading 
zone where A-l cabs wait for fares. 


The proposed zone system for cab 


fares to and from the depot reverts to a 
system used in Palatine prior to estab- 
lishment of meters in June, 1969. At that 
time, meters became required in cabs at 
the insistence of the cab companies to 
end a potential "cab war" over the flat 
rates they had charged to passengers.

Village Considers Protest 


Palatine village officials are consid- 


ering presenting formal objections at Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission ICC hear- 
ings on the proposed 7 per cent rate hike 
of the Chicago and North Western Ry. 


Trustees at the village board com- 


mittee of the whole meeting Monday gen- 
erally were in favor of appearing before 
the ICC to object to the increase, al- 
though no final decision was made. 


The C & NW must justify a rate in- 


crease at full public ICC hearings before 
the ICC will give approval for the hike. 


"As a commuter of 10 years standing 


and a resident of Palatine, I feel as a 
board we ought to take some stand of 
opposition to the increase," Trustee Fred 
Zajonc told the rest of the board. 


"Phase II guidelines place a 5% per 


cent limit on increases. The railroad is 
asking for seven per cent," Zajonc said. 
"We should protest it vigorously." 


VILLAGE MGR. Berton Braun cau- 


tioned the board, saying, "If you're go- 
ing to object to the rate, you have to be 
prepared to analyze the increase and the 
railroad's accounts. It's not appropriate 
for a village to object just because you 
don't want a rate increase." 


Braun-said there is one significant dif- 


ference in this year's petition of the C 
& NW requesting a rate increase from 


previous years — a substantial decline in 
the ridership on the system last year, 
"particularly the Northwest line." 


Zajonc, however, disagreed that the 


decline of ridership should warrant an 
increase. 


"I don't believe for a minute that ri- 


dership will go down. If anything, it will 
go up," he said, pointing out the poten- 
tial increase in the number of commu- 
ters from construction of large downtown 
Chicago office structures, such as the 
proposed Sears Roebuck building. 


Three Palatine residents and commu- 


ters were in the audience and asked the 
village board to take a position against 
the rate increase and be heard at the 
ICC. 


They presented 
a four-page leaflet 


which the C & NW had distributed on 
commuter trains Friday and Monday to 
explain the railroad's rationale for the 
rate hike. 


ZAJONC OBJECTED the the railroad's 


description in the leaflet of the new 
transportation 
in 
Palatine, 
saying 


"They're taking credit for something we 
did." Over $350,000 in village funds has 
been used to finance construction of the 
new center and depot at Smith and Col- 
fax Street, while the C & NW financed 
smaller items, such as construction of a 
new platform. 


"This (the C 4 NW leaflet) is a PR ploy 


to get their CMATS idea going," Trustee 
Tom Ahern said. He referred to the pro- 
posal to create a Chicago Metropolitan 
Area Transportation System (CMATS) 
out of existing transportation facilities 
within a six-county area in order to moire 
equitably distribute state and federal 
funds. 


The Chicago and North Western has 


been the main advocate of the CMATS 
idea, which would provide the C & NW 
with more funds. 


"They (the railroad) are not interested 


in mass transit, they're interested in the 
Chicago and North Western," Trustee 
Clayton Brown said, emphasizing that 
the C & NW has opposed plans of the 
Chicago Transit Authority to extend one 
of its lines to serve O'Hare Airport. 


Beoause the rate increase would affect 


more commuters in the area than just 
those in Palatine, Trustee Terry Leighty 
suggested any formal objection to the 
rate hike be handled by the Northwest 
Municipal Conference, a regional organi- 
zation of officials in 14 Northwest subur- 
ban towns. 


The village board is expected to contin- 


ue discussion on an objection to the rate 
hike and make a decision at the next vil- 
lage board meeting Monday. 


Industrial Park Building Gets 1st OK 


A development that will add about 


55,000 square feet of commercial and of- 
fice space to Rolling Meadows' south in- 
dustrial park has received preliminary 
approval from the city council. 


The plans, submitted by Roy Bergeson 


of Babbin & Assoc., Chicago, call for 
three buildings to be built on Newport 
Drive between the Northwest Tollroad 
and Algonquin Road. 


A two-story office building and two 


single-story multi-use incubated build- 
ings are the core of the 177,000 square 
foot development. 


Following Tuesday night's council deci- 


sion, the plans will be resubmitted to the 


city's plan commission for their approval 
and then brought back to the council for 
a final vote. 


The plan commission has already giv- 


en preliminary conditional approval to 
the proposal. The development conforms 
to the M-l commercial zoning on New- 
port Drive, so no special use permit was 
requested. 


BERGESON EXPLAINED that "there 


is a demand for this kind of space in this 
area because nobody has seen fit to de- 
velop multi-use buildings." 


Space in the multi-use buildings, which 


he described as "essentially light manu- 
facturing or warehousing facilities," will 


be divided and rented in small units. 


Babbin has built similar projects in 


Mount Prospect and Des Plaines. Ber- 
geson said their tenants range from 
firms operating a sub-assembly of elec- 
tronic parts for radios and televisions to 
a computer firm selling computer time. 


He said Babbin has built a dozen sim- 


ilar projects north and west of Chicago 
in the past 10 years. 


He explained that the development dif- 


fers from normal industrial complexes 
because the steel and masonry buildings 
"will be all front, there will be no ap- 
pearance of flat, dull brick warehouse 
walls, there will be no loud signs."-

Mrs. DiVenere told police her 
ex-husband shot her twice with a .38 cali- 
ber revolver and then shot McConnell 
once in the back and once in the chest. 


Mrs. DiVenere was in serious condition 


at Alexian Brothers Medical Center yes- 
terday with gunshot wounds of the back, 
right arm and abdomen. McConnell, who 
lived in an apartment at the same ad- 
dress, was dead on arrival at the Cook 
County morgue.

Earn Tree By Recycling 


An incentive program to encourage 


Rolling Meadows residents to participate 
in the city's monthly ecology days will be 
launched in March, according to Aid. 
Dan Weber, chairman of the Recycling,

tribute hardwood trees to residents who 
participate during a four-month period in 
the city's recycling program.

Village Considers Protest 


Palatine village officials are consid- 


ering presenting formal objections at Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission ICC hear- 
ings on the proposed 7 per cent rate hike 
of the Chicago and North Western Ry. 


Trustees at the village board com- 


mittee of the whole meeting Monday gen- 
erally were in favor of appearing before 
the ICC to object to the increase, al- 
though no final decision was made. 


The C & NW 'must justify a rate in- 


crease at full public ICC hearings before 
the ICC will give approval for the hike. 


"As a commuter of 10 years standing 


and a resident of Palatine, I feel as a 
board we ought to take some stand of 
opposition to the increase," Trustee Fred 
Zajonc told the rest of the board. 


"Phase II guidelines place a 5% per 


cent limit on increases. The railroad is 
asking for seven per cent," Zajonc said. 
"We should protest it vigorously." 


VILLAGE MGR. Berton Braun cau- 


tioned the board, saying, "If you're go- 
ing to object to the rate, you have to be 
prepared to analyze the increase and the 
railroad's accounts. It's not appropriate 
for a village to object just because you 
don't want a rate increase." 


Braun said there is one significant dif- 


ference in this year's petition of the C 
& NW requesting a rate increase from 


previous years — a substantial decline in 
the ridership on the system last year, 
"particularly the Northwest line." 


Zajonc, however, disagreed that the 


decline of ridership should warrant an 
increase. 


"I don't-believe for a minute that ri- 


dership will go down. If anything, it will 
go up," he said, pointing out the poten- 
tial increase in the number of commu- 
ters from construction of large downtown 
Chicago office, structures, such as the 
proposed Sears Roebuck building. 


Three Palatine residents and commu- 


ters were in the audience and asked the 
village board to take a position against 
the rate increase and be heard at the 
ICC. 


They presented a four-page leaflet 


which the C & NW had distributed on 
commuter trains Friday and Monday to 
explain the railroad's rationale for the 
rate hike. 


ZAJONC OBJECTED the the railroad's 


description in the leaflet of the new 
transportation 
in 
Palatine, 
saying 


"They're taking credit for something we 
did." Over $350,000 in village funds has 
been used to finance construction of the 
new center and depot at Smith and Col- 
fax Street, while the C & NW financed 
smaller items, such as construction of a 
new platform. 


"This (the C 4 NW leaflet) is a PR ploy 


to get their CMATS idea going," Trustee 
Tom Ahern said. He referred to the pro- 
posal to create a Chicago Metropolitan 
Area Transportation System (CMATS) 
out of existing transportation facilities 
within a six-county area in order to more, 
equitably distribute state and federal 
funds. 
. .. 


The Chicago and North Western has 


been the main advocate of the CMATS 
idea, which would provide the C & NW 
with more funds. 


"They (the railroad) are not interested 


in mass transit, they're interested in the 
Chicago and North Western," Trustee 
Clayton Brown said, emphasizing that 
the C & NW has opposed plans of the 
Chicago Transit Authority to extend one 
of its lines to serve O'Hare Airport. 


Because the rate increase would affect 


more commuters in the area than just 
those in Palatine, Trustee Terry Leighty 
suggested any formal objection to the 
rate hike be handled by the Northwest 
Municipal Conference, a- regional organi- 
zation of officials in 14 Northwest subur- 
ban towns. 


The village board is expected to contin- 


ue discussion on an objection to the rate 
hike and make a decision at the next vil- 
lage board meeting Monday. 


Industrial Park Building Gets 1st OK 


A development that will add about 


55,000 square feet of commercial and of- 
fice space to Rolling Meadows' south in- 
dustrial park has received preliminary 
approval from the city council. 


The plans, submitted by Roy Bergeson 


of Babbin & Assoc., Chicago, call for 
three buildings ,to be built on Newport 
Drive between the Northwest Tollroad 
and Algonquin Road. 


A two-story office building and two 


single-story multi-use incubated build- 
ings are the core of the 177,000 square 
foot development. ' 


Following Tuesday night's council deci- 


sion, the plans will be resubmitted to the 


city's plan commission for their approval 
and then brought back to the council for 
a final vote. 


The plan commission has already giv- 


en preliminary conditional approval to 
the proposal. The development conforms 
to the M-l commercial zoning on'New- 
port Drive, so no special use permit was 
requested. 


BERGESON EXPLAINED that "there 


is a demand for this kind of space in this 
area because nobody has seen fit to de- 
velop multi-use buildings." 


Space in the multi-use buildings, which 


he described as "essentially light manu- 
facturing or warehousing facilities," will 


be divided and rented in small units. 
•Babbin has built similar projects in 
Mount Prospect and Des Plaines. Ber- 
geson said their tenants range from 
firms operating a sub-assembly of elec- 
tronic parts for radios and televisions to 
a computer firm selling computer time. 


He said Babbin has built a dozen sim- 


ilar projects north and west of Chicago 
in the past 10 years. 


He explained that the development dif- 


fers from normal industrial complexes 
because the steel and masonry buildings 
"will be all front, there will be no ap- 
pearance of flat, dull brick warehouse 
walls, there will be no loud signs." -

Mrs. DiVenere was in serious condition 


at Alexian Brothers Medical Center yes- 
terday with gunshot wounds of the back, 
right arm and abdomen. McConnell, who 
lived in an apartment at the same ad- 
dress, was dead on arrival at the Cook 
County morgue. 


HANOVER PARK police issued an all- 


points bulletin for DiVenere's arrest 
shortly after 3 a.m., when they were 
called to the apartment by an ambulance 
driver. 


Less than four hours later sheriff's po- 


lice arrested the suspect at his brother's 
trailer in'the Oasis Mobile Home Court, 
7500 N. Elmhurst Rd. DiVenere was ar-

bank closes all but the drive-up windows. 
When the robbery took place, shortly be- 
fore 6:30 p.m., there were four persons 
in the bank — three tellers and one em- 
ploye working downstairs. 


Police believe the robbers first hand- 


cuffed the employe in: the basement and 
then waited for each teller to bring down 


the day's receipts from the cash draw- 
ers. The tellers normally come separate- 
ly because they finish totaling their 
receipts at different times, Smith said. 


As each teller came down, the robbers, 


handcuffed them and placed the tellers 
out of view of the next employe coming 
down the stairs. After all the employes 
were in the basement, the robbers forced 
one teller to open the vault at gunpoint. 


The suspects fled on foot out the west 


door of the bank carrying the money in a 
green duffel bag. 


Smith said he did not know the exact 


amount that was taken. 


SMITH SAID NO shots were fired and 


no one was injured. The only physical 
violence consisted of the tellers being 
handcuffed. 


v The robbers narrowly missed being ap- 
prehended by village police, who as a 
normal security measure, patrol the 
bank parking lot at closing time. Patrol- 
man Gary Wenckebach was in a. police 
squad in the parking lot at 6:12 p.m., 
according to the police radio log. He 
stayed in the lot approximately six min- 
utes. He told the Herald he did not ob- 
serve anything suspicious, so he resumed 
his normal patrol at 6:18.

The new budget officer, who most like- 


ly would be Richard Jesse, the present 
finance director, would have the respon- 
sibility of taking the budget prepared by 
the manager and placing it in a form 
suitable for publication and presentation 


to the village board, according to Furst. 


Another important function of the 


budget director, Furst said, will be "full 
responsibility for the execution of the 
budget once It is passed." 


OTHER CHANGES are allowed by the 


1967 act. These include the ability to set 
aside 10 per cent of the total budget as a 
contingency fund and to establish a capi- 
tal improvements fund equal to one-half 
of one per cent of the village's assessed 
valuation. 


Furst said that capital improvement 


funds, something the village does not 
now have, can be carried from year to 
year as long as they are specifically ear- 
marked for a project or projects. He 
used the example that if the village 
should want to buy a $00,000 fire-engine 
in three yean, $20,000 could be set aside 
for each of the three upcoming years in 
the capital Improvements fund. 


Under the new plan the budget would 


have to be approved before May 1 each 
year. Currently, the budget can be ap- 
proved after the fiscal year begins. 


For the village board to adopt the new 


system Tuesday, the proposed amend- 
ment to the appropriations ordinance 
must be approved by a two-thirds vote.

Charge Board 
Fails Open 
Meeting Test 


A Monday night closed-door session of 


the Dist. 57 School Board has led to 
charges that the board did not conform 
with the Illinois Open Meeting Law. 


The board met with Supt. Eric Sahl- 


berg and Asst. Supt. J. C. Busenhart for 
nearly five hours Monday. At Tuesday 
night's board meeting, the board pre- 
sented and approved two revised staffing 
plans to the public and called for a 
referendum on a 39-cent tax hike in the 
district's educational tax fund rate. 


According to board members Robert 


Novy and Peter Dttdrow, at the closed 
meeting the board discussed staffing, ne- 
gotiations, employment of a negotiator 
and the proposed tax hike. 


A notice of the closed meeting sent to 


the Herald last week indicated the meet- 
ing was held to discuss personnel. Under 
the open meeting law, a public body can 
hold a closed session "to consider infor- 
mation regarding appointment, employ- 
ment or dismissal of an employe or offi- 
cer." 


THE BOARD CAN also call a closed 


session to consider acquisition of proper- 
ty, negotiations and pending court pro- 
ceedings. 


"The meeting was obviously held to 


come up with a staffing plan and since 
that involved personnel it was a legal 
meeting," said Board Pres. Harrison 
Hanson. "A part of the staffing plan 
leads to discussion, of course, of what 
we're going to do to try and get Revision 
II fan alternate staffing plan with less 
staff cutbacks). And as far as we're con- 
cerned the referendum was really part of 
that staffing plan." 


Former Dist. 57 board member Jack 


Ronchetto, said he felt the meeting vio- 
lated the open meeting law. 


"The intent of the law was to have all 


business except certain specific areas 
conducted in public. While the vote was 
taken in public, several decisions were 
apparently made In private," he said. 
"This whole revised staffing program, 
seen by the public the first time it was 
handed out — it was devised at this 
meeting. People were led to believe they 
were corning in Tuesday night and could 
state their case.

Approval of a referendum came Tues- 


day night after the board had adopted, 
two alternative 1972-73 staffing plans. 
More than 300 persons filled the gym at 
Lincoln Junior High School to voice their 
opinions and object to some of the 
board's proposals. The meeting, at many 
times heated, lasted for nearly six hours. 


One staffing plan, called Revision I, 


would be put into effect if a referendum 
fails and the district has to operate un- 
der an estimated $110,000 1972-73 deficit. 
The other, called Revision II, would be 
used if a referendum passes. Both call 
for cuts in current staffing. 


"WE'RE NOT THREATENING you. 


We're telling you the truth," said Board 
Pres. Harrison Hanson. "I don't see any 
way to restore the district to a paying 
basis and eliminate the deficit. It would 
take more money than we could pass a 
referendum for." 


The first plan includes elimination of 


seven classroom teachers and 16 special 
teachers. Two learning disabilities, two 
art, two vocal music teachers and one of 
two band teachers would be cut. One 
nurse, a typing teacher, two practical 
arts teachers, one speech correctionist 
i>nd one social worker would also be 
eliminated. Included in the elimination is 
the foreign language program at Lincoln 
Junior High School. At the same time one 
resource center teacher will be added, 
however. 


The second plan, which would be fol- 


lowed if the tax hike is approved, would 
restore vocal music, band, typing and 
practical arts teachers. The foreign lan- 
guage program would be retained and 
three resource center teachers added. 
However, five classroom teachers would 
still be eliminated. 


In both plans, the position of director 


of pupils services is eliminated. The di- 
rector, who currently receives, $14,500 
coordinates the district's special educa- 
tion and testing programs. He also serves 
as summer school director. 


THE TWO PLANS were approved 6 to 


1 by the board. Leo Floros, who proposed 
his own staffing plan, voted against the 
proposals. A move to accept his plan, 
which is similar to the board's second 
plan but would be adopted even if a ref- 
erendum failed, was defeated 6 to 1. 


"What I recommended, I think, is 


something I feel we could live .with if a 
referendum fails," Floros said. "If we 
cut too deeply here tonight and a refer- 
endum fails, we will have a very unsatis- 
factory educational program." Floros' 
proposal also included postponement for 
at least one year a proposed expansion of 
Fairview School, 300 N. Fairview St. 


Many of the teachers and residents at 


the meeting protested the board's pro- 
posals, Some parents felt no learning dis- 
abilities teachers should be eliminated. 


Dale Hcilman, president of the Mount 


P r o s p e c t . Education 
Association 


(MPEA), asked the board why teachers 
weren't polled before the plans were 
drawn up. "The ultimate responsibility 
lies with the board of education," Supt. 
Eric Sahlberg said, "The plans were a 
management decision."

Businessmen Object To Fee Proposal

Members of the Mount Prospect busi- 


ness community objected to the business 
license/ forms and fees at a meeting with 
the village board's finance committee 
Tuesday night. 


Matt Pryan, executive secretary of the 


Mount Prospect Chamber of Commerce; 
said he had discussed the business li- 
cense issue with many businessmen over 
the last few months. "The fees were one 
thing (they objected to). The other was 
the lengthy application. The third was 
that there were certain businesses in 
town that weren't being licensed," he 
said. 


Trustee Donald B, Furst, chairman of 


the finance committee and the man re- 
sponsible for the "brain-storming" ses- 
sion, told the four businessmen present 
"we'll look at this as objectively as we 
can." He added the village was con- 
ducting a cost-study analysis on the vil- 
lage's out-of-pocket costs for business li- 
censes. 


Most of the businessmen's objections 


centered on the license application form. 
They ranged from dismay at the length 
of the application to a number of what 
the businessmen considered 
pointless 


questions. 


Pryan said many businessmen did not 


want the village asking personal ques- 
tions on the form, such as the question 
on whether the applicant has ever been 
convicted of a felony. 


THE QUESTION on the form that asks 


for the names, addresses, birthdates and 
social security numbers of all officers 
and directors, if a corporation, was par- 
ticularly singled out for attack by Ray 
Johnston, newly installed Chamber presi- 
dent. 


"This is too much information (to ask 


for)," Johnston said. "Personally, I.had 
more complaints about the form than the 
fee. Does this information serve any pur- 
pose?" 


Village Atty. - John J. Zimmermann 


said the business applications were re- 
viewed before licenses were issued. He 
also said if a person lies on the appli- 
cation, the village can revoke the license. 
"We don't want the club (the ability to 
revoke), but it's there," he said. 


Furst questioned whether the village 


could deny a license, even if the appli- 
cant was a wanted criminal. He admitted 
there was a question as to how much in- 
formation the village should require. 


AGAIN REFERRING to questions he 


had been asked, Pryan said most com- 
ments were that "the fees are not equi- 
tably charged and the fees are too high 
for the services rendered." Speaking for 
himself, Pryan said, "I think you should 
be more equitable and the equity should 
be at the minimum." 


Furst agreed some work had to be

Ski Mask Bandits Lurked 4 Hours 


by TOM VON MALDER 


Everyone knows that drugs have 


reached the Northwest suburbs. It is no 
longer unusual to hear that a high school 
student or a young adult is using mari- 
juana or speed, even LSD or heroin on 
occasion. 


But it takes an incident such as Tues- 


day's to bring that point home. And what 
;s a parent to do if he suspects his child 
,4 using drugs? 


Shortly after 9 p.m. Tuesday, a father 


called the Mount Prospect police to re- 
port he had found a plastic bag contain- 
ing "a suspicious crushed green plant" 
in his son's coat pocket, 


The 15-year-old youth was charged 


with possession of marijuana and pro- 
cessed as a juvenile offender by the po- 
lice youth division. 


EACH TOLD THE police his side of 


the story. The father went first. He said 
he first grew suspicious Sunday night 
when he found some cigaret papers in 
his son's room. Then he found the mari- 
juana on Tuesday, less than 90 minutes 
after the "lid" of marijuana had been 
purchased. 


The son's tale went like this. Contact 


was made Monday in a local pool hall 
and delivery was promised for the next 
day. For $15, the purchase was made 


from a former classmate at Maine West 
High School. It wasn't his first such pur- 
chase, either. 


The pressure here was on the father. 


He felt he had to act, He chose to go to 
the police for help. 


As a parent, what course would you 


choose if you found yourself in a similar 
situation? With drugs becoming more 
and more prevalent in the suburbs, your 
chances of finding yourself in such a 
predicament are increasing constantly. 


AND IT REALLY, has very little to do 


with the manner in which a child is 
brought up. Part of today's new youth 
culture is the use of drugs such as mari- 
juana. The laws at present make such 
use a criminal offense. 


Perhaps the laws need to be changed 


— there are arguments for both sides. 
But they haven't been changed yet, so 
the potential situation, the potential deci- 
sion still exists for most parents. And it 
isn't an easy one. 


The Mount Prospect youth in this 


week's incident now has a record with 
the police department. It's not too good a 
gift for his 16th birthday, which was yes- 
terday. But it does give both him and his 
father something to live with — the deci- 
sion and its results — for the rest of their 
lives.

Police theorized Wednesday that the

Ship Captain 
Release Eyed 
By Lindstrom 


The Rev. Paul Lindstrom, pastor of the 


Church of Christian Liberty in Prospect 
Heights, announced Wednesday steps 
were being taken to secure the release of 
an American ship captain Imprisoned in 
Cuba. 


Lindstrom made the announcement on 


his return from Toronto, where he said 
he met with four members of the Cana- 
dian government and three "influential 
non-Canadian citizens" whom he would 
not identify. 


Attempts are being made to free Capt. 


Jose Villa, an American citizen who was 
taken prisoner Nov. 15, 1971 after his 
freighter, "The Johnny Express," was 
fired on and seized by a Cuban gunboat, 
Lindstrom said. 


He refused to specify what plans were 


made but he said they were similar to 
the steps token to secure the 1970 release 
from Red China of Roman Catholic Bish- 
op James Walsh, who was Imprisoned in 
1958. 


Lindstrom said the U. S. State Depart- 


ment was doing nothing to free the 
American sea captain. 


He accused President Nixon of "mak- 


ing our country look like the inter- 
national 'chicken of the sea' by his per- 
sonally demanding the release of the 
captain, giving Mrs. Villa a set of gold 
cufflinks to give her husband upon re- 
lease and then allowing the captain to rot 
and perhaps die in a communist prison 
cell." 


"I FOUND LITTLE concern for the 


plight of Villa in Washington," he said. 
"I guess it's because the Incident In- 
volves only one American citizen." 


He added there are about eight other 


crew members who are not U. S. citizens 
also being held. Lindstrom *aid he felt 
that If the captain is released, the others 
will be set free as well.

Grove said yesterday the money taken in 
Tuesday's armed robbery will not result 
in any loss to persons who have accounts 
with the bank.

"We're completely covered," George 


Miller said yesterday following the Tues- 
day night robbery in which between 
$112,000 and $120,000 was taken at gun- 
point from four bank employes after 
closing hours. 


Miller said the bank is protected by the 


Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. and an 
additional policy the bank has with a pri- 
vate insurance company. 


He said the bank will have the money 


from the insurance companies by next 
Tuesday. 


THE BANK, located at the corner of 


Buffalo Grove and Dundee roads, was 
chartered in July, 1968 and opened about 
a year later in August, 1969. 


The bank opened with holdings worth 


$750,000. The bank has grown steadily 
over the last two years and listed assets 
totaling $7,876,591 as of Sept. 30,1971. 


The Village of Buffalo Grove has most 


of its money in the bank and the park 
district invested the proceeds from its 
$1,250,000 bond issue with the bank. 


After the meeting, Smith told the Her-

ACCORDING TO the police account of 


the robbery, the suspects entered the 
bank sometime before 2 p.m. when the 
bank closes all but the drive-up windows.

After all the employes 
were in the basement, the robbers forced 
one teller to open the vault at gunpoint. 


The suspects fled on foot out the west 


door of the bank carrying the money in a 
green duffel bag. 


Smith said he did not know the exact 


amount that was taken. 


SMITH SAID NO shots were fired and 


no one was injured. The only physical 
violence consisted of the tellers being 
handcuffed. 


The robbers narrowly missed being ao- 


prehended by village police, wno as a 
normal security measure, patrol the 
bank parking lot at closing time. Patrol- 
man Gary Wenckebach was in a police 
squad in the parking lot at 6:12 p.m., 
according to the police radio log. He 
stayed in the lot approximately six min- 
utes. He told the Herald he did not ob- 
serve anything suspicious, so he resumed 
his normal patrol at 6:18. 


At 6:20, the robbery was reported.

Dist. 25 Caucus Slates Nicholas Raino, Richard Soby 


Nicholas J. Raino and Richard A. Soby 


were slated last night by the School Dis- 
trict 25 caucus nominating committee for 
election in April to the two positions to 
be open on the school board. 


Raino, a former teacher at Arlington 


High School, is vice president of Finan- 
cial Advertising, Chicago. He has lived in 
the district 3ft years, and has three chil- 
dren. 


Soby, a self-employed decorating con- 


tractor, has been active in the Olive PTA 
and has lived In the district for 11 years. 


Six ballots were needed to slate the 


pair. Raino was slated on the third ballot 
and Soby on the sixth. 


Delegates to the caucus voted for each 


of their candidates separately on paper 
ballots. Both candidates received a ma- 
jority of votes before being slated. 


OUT Or 76 POSSIBLE voting dele- 


gates to the nominating caucus, only 63 
were present at the meeting. 


Before the balloting began, each of the 


eight candidates had five minutes to dis- 
cuss his qualifications. 


Raino, presently in Scottsdale, Ariz., at 


a business convention, talked to dele- 
gates via videotape. A videotape was 
also used three years ago but the candi- 
date was not slated. 


During his videotape 
presentation, 


Raino emphasized that business trips 
would be few and far between so that he 
would have time to serve on the board. 
He also stressed his educational and fi- 
nancial background. 


"Besides giving the board the advan- 


tage of my educational background, I 
have given close scrutiny to cost plan- 
ning and budgets in my present job," 
Raino said, "which I think could be of 
help to the board also." 


Soby, who was a delegate to the caucus 


this year before being nominated as a 
possible candidate, stressed that the 
school board must become involved with 
the community. 


Housing Study Committee 


Aiming Toward Deadline 


Aiming toward a March 6 completion 


deadline, the Arlington Heights low and 
moderate-Income housing study com- 
mittee Tuesday night worked through 
nearly 20 pages of its prospective 40-page 
final report. 


During its three hour meeting, the 


committee read carefully through a re- 
vised draft of a section of the report that 
attempts to supply objective answers to 
frequently-voiced opinions on both sides 
of the controversial issue. 


The report answers questions on the ef- 


fect low and Moderate-income housing 
might have on taxes, individual in- 
centive, crime, property values and oth- 
er domestic conditions. 


Also reviewed Tuesday night was a 


section dealing with persons now living 
within Arlington Heights who may have 
a need for low and moderate-income 
housing. 


THE REPORT cites the elderly, low- 


salaried service employes, low-income 
industrial workers, Mexican-American 
nursery and truck farmers, young single 
persons and newly roarrieds as persons 
likely to be eligible for low and moder- 
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ale-income housing in Arlington Heights. 


Last October the committee agreed on 


the need for lower income housing in the 
village and set preliminary requirements 
at 50 units of low-income housing and 150 
to 200 units of moderate-income housing. 


The conclusions were based on the tes- 


timony of numerous witnesses and a resi- 
dential survey conducted by the village 
planning staff. 


Committee member Dave Patterson 


Tuesday night brought up the question of 
including the need for a housing code, 
now being prepared by the village ad- 
ministration, in the report. 


He said he felt such a code would have 


to be adopted before any low or moder- 
ate-income housing is built in the village 
and he asked the committee to consider 
including such a recommendation at its 
next meeting. 


The next meeting of the low and mod- 


erate-income housing committee will be 
1:30 p.m. Saturday at the Municipal 
Building, 33 S. Arlington Heights Rd.

No Fibs Convince This School Nurse

Most students at Arlington High School 


know better than to go to Margaret Ford, 
school nurse, just because they don't feel 
like going to a class. 


"They know I give them the third de- 


gree," Mrs. Ford said. "Every time a 
student comes in here, I know he wants 
something, and I make it my business to 
find out exactly what it is." 


Most students also know that Mrs. 


Ford isn't the person to go to for an aspi- 
rin or cold pill. 


"A nurse cannot diagnose or prescribe 


medications, it's part of the oath of our 
profession," Mrs. Ford said. "The only 
medications I give out are ones doctors 
have prescribed and students can't carry 
around, like in the case of an asthmat- ^ 
ic." 


About 20 students visit the nurse's of- 


fice each day except during the recent 
rash of flu cases when about 35 students 
per day came to the nurse. 


Students who have had an accident in 


school or have become sick during the 
day know what pains Mrs. Ford takes to 
make sure they're taken care of. proper- 
ly. 


Recently a boy injured his arm during 


a gym class, and was carried to the 
nurses office. Mrs. Ford put the arm in a 
sling and called an ambulance to take 
the boy to the hospital of the doctor's 
choice. 


"By the pale look of the boy and the 


pain, it was apparently a broken arm," 
Mrs. Ford said. She was right. 


In the case of sickness, Mrs. Ford feels 


her responsibility toward the students 
very strongly. No one goes home without 
the parent's knowledge, is her motto. 


"If a student is ill, and there's no one 


home, they're much better off staying 
with me than going to an empty house," 
she said. "I couldn't live with myself if 


something happened to a student on the 
way home or at home in the absence of a 
parent." 


The nurse's quarters includes two rest-

said. "While we were in France, how- 
ever, several students changed their 
mind when 32 out of the group of 75 got 
food poisoning." 


Mrs. Ford knew what to do for them— 


let them empty their stomachs, then go 
to bed with some medication prescribed 
by a doctor. A doctor prescribed certain 
•medicines to be used in various situ- 


ations, including food poisoning, before 
the trip started. 


Mrs. Ford lives in Des Plaines with 


her husband Robert, and two daughters. 
Her two sons are college students and 
her oldest daughter is a nurse in Colum- 
bus. Robert Ford works for the depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare. 


"We're a family dedicated to health,"

Occasionally students get upset with 


Mrs. Ford's protectiveness and insist 
they are old enough to take care of them- 
selves. According to Mrs. Ford, however, 
they are her responsibility if she lets 
them out of the building without parental 
consent. 


Most of the nurse's work revolves 


around physical education courses, since 
most accidents in the school happen in 
gym. Mrs. Ford also schedules physical 
education classes for students who can't 
take certain courses because of allergies 
and injuries. 


"I have a very close working relation 


with the physical education department 
in working out schedules for students," 
Mrs. Ford said. "There are only about 12 
students in the entire school who can't 
take any gym at all." 


During the past few summers Mrs. 


Ford has been the nurse On student 
tours, and has traveled to Mexico, Spain 
and France. This spring she plans to go 
to Italy with a student group.

Police theorized Wednesday that the 


two men who robbed the Bank of Buffalo 
Grove and escaped with more than 
$100,000 were in the bank undetected for 
more than four hours before forcing a 
teller to open the vault after banking 
hours Tuesday evening. 


George Miller, the president of the 


bank, said yesterday between $112,000 
and $120,000 was taken, but the exact 
amount still is not known. 


It is possible that the two men, de- 


scribed by witnesses as under 25 years of 
age and wearing long hair, could have 
been familiar to bank employes and thus 
would not have been considered sus- 
picious. 


However Buffalo Grove Police Chief 


Harold Smith .said that theory is only 
speculation and added, "it is not neces- 
sarily that difficult to get downstairs," to 
hide near the vault where the robbery 
occurred. 


Smith also said it is only speculation 


whether the robbery was carried out by 
lical persons or if professionals were in- 
volved. 


BUT HE DID say, "1 have the feeling 


it is someone we know." 


Police are compiling a" list of possible 


suspects and are "talking to as many 


witnesses as passible," according to 
Smith. 


Meanwhile, the two suspects, who wore 


ski masks and brandished small caliber 
revolvers in the robbery, are still at 
large and are being sought by local and 
state police and federal agents. 


Smith said the Federal Bureau of In- 


vestigation has assigned 15 agents to the 
case. He met with state police detectives 
for about an hour Wednesday morning to 
discuss the case with them. 
- 


After the meeting, Smith told the Her- 


ald most of the information and leads 
are sketchy and he is meeting with state 
and federal agents to "correlate our in- 
formation so there is no duplication." 


ACCORDING TO the police account of 


the robbery, the suspects entered the 
bank sometime before 2 p.m. when the 
bank closes all but the drive-up windows^ 
When the robbery took place, shortly be* 
fore 6:30 p.m., there were four persons 
in the bank — three tellers and one em- 
ploye working downstairs. 


Police believe the robbers first hanVk 


cuffed the employe in the basement .and' 
then waited for each teller to bring down 
•the day's receipts from the cash draw- 
ers. The tellers normally come separate-. 
ly because they finish totaling their.

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Eye on Arlington 
Cultural Center: 
Impossible Dream

The Arlingtn Heights Cultural Commis- 


sion came out of mothballs Monday night 
to wrestle with the economic problems of 
building what Commission Chairman Joe 
Weber termed "an impossible dream." 


The commission needs money to pre- 


pare a feasibility study mid model of 
their ultimate goal — a cultural center. 
After a grant was denied last year, the 
commission went into hibernation. 


Step one in the commission's plan is to 


nsk the board of trustees to grant $25,000 
for a plan that can be shown to prospec- 
tive contributors. The denial of a $10,000 
grant by the board 10 months ago ended 
the commission's year and a half of work 
with a touch of bitterness. 


"Nothing's really changed, except that 


the trustees aren't in the middle of a 
campaign." said Sidney Rosenfeld, sec- 
retary of the commission. 


Along with the request for $10,000, the 


commission presented the board with a 
100-plus page report on the commission's 
activities and recommendations. 
After 


the presentation, the concensus of the 
commission was that the request for 
$10.000 would pass unanimously. They 
were bitterly disappointed. 


Going to the board now for $25,000, 


even over a two or three-year period, is 
like giving the trustees an ultimatum — 
either they give the commission the mon- 
ey or the members will take their report 
and go home, 


On the other hand, what can the com- 


mission do without some financial back- 
ing? And. if the village board won't back 
it. what good is an Arlington Heights 
Cultural Commission? 


Weber might be on the right track 


when he suggested that the commission 
be a standing committee, just in case 
someone dies and leaves money for a 
cultural center. It worked in Milwaukee 
and Peoria. 


Should the $25.000 be granted, however, 


there are many tangents the commission 
could take off on. Suggestions Monday 
night were to: 


—Build a smaller center, then go to 


businesses and homes for contributions. 


—Try to pass a referendum. 
—Try for a regionalization of the com- 


mission for a broader tax base. 


—Have the plans drawn up, then wait ., 


until someone comes up with a huge con- 
tribution. 


.The first alternative seemed to be the 


only viable one to several commission 
members Monday night. Others ques- 
tioned If funds could be raised even for 
a smaller facility at the present time. 


A referendum approach to the problem 


seems to be off in left field since the 
trend of referendums these days is to go 
down in defeat. 


The idea of regionalization would pro- 


vide a broader tax base, but would have 
to be set up by the state legislature, 
since there is no provision' for a regional 
cultural commission in the state con- 
stitution. On the other hand, who would 
support a cultural center based in down- 
town Arlington Heights besides village 
residents? 


The idea of drawing up plans, then 


waiting for a pot of gold may be a waste 
of planning time since plans go out of 
date rapidly. If the commission decides 
to wait for a contribution, they may as 
well do it without investing $25,000 at the 
present time. 


Should the trustees turn down the 


$25,000 request, which would eliminate 
the commission for all practical purposes, 
there is still hope for a theater in Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Robert Hawley, cultural commission 


member, went to the Arlington Heights 
Park District last night to discuss the 
possibility of a theater on park property, 
financed by the Village Theater, Inc., of 
which Hawley is president. 


Plans for this type' of facility have 


been discussed in the past, and have 


• been received enthusiastically by 
the 


park district. Though Hawley voted 
along with other cultural commission 
members Monday night to go to the 
board to request $25,000 he wants to 
make sure the communications with the 
park district aren't cut off — just in 
case. 


Should the Cultural Commission col- 


lapse, the one white elephant that will 
remain is the square block of land 
bonded by Dunton and vail avenues and 
St. James and Fremont streets. The land 
was acquired by the village in Jan. 1970 
for a cultural center. It is now a parking 
lot.

Was Insured 


The president of the Bank of Buffalo 


Grove said yesterday the money taken in 
Tuesday's armed robbery will not result 
in any loss to persons who have accounts 
with the bank. 


"We're completely covered," George 


Miller said yesterday following the Tues- 
day night robbery in which between 
$112.000 and $120,000 was taken at gun- 
point from four bank employes after 
closing hours, 


Miller said the bank is protected by the 


Federal Deposit Insurance Corp. and an 
additional policy the bank has with a pri- 
vate insurance company. 


He said the bank will have the money 


from the insurance companies by next 
Tuesday. 


THE BANK, located at the corner of 


Buffalo Grove and Dundee roads, was 
chartered in July, 1068 and opened about 
a year later in August, 1969. 


The bank opened with holdings worth 


$750.000. The bank has grown steadily 
over the la.st two years and listed assets 
totaling $7.87«.ritfl as of Sept. 30,1971. 


The Village of Buffalo Grove has'most 


of its money in the bank and the park 
district invested the proceeds from its 
$1,2.10,000 bond issue with the bank. 


property's owner, Clyde Zunker, told the 
trustees the Zunker land could be com- 
bined with two lots lying directly south 
along Greenwood Court for development 
as a boat storage area. 


He said this development plan would 


allow Zunker to use a now vacant build- 
ing which sits on the site, 


In creating the special committee, 


which will consist of Trustees Ralph 
Clarbour, James T. Ryan, Alice Harms 
and Frank Palmatier, the board con- 
curred with a request by Moore that the 
village assist in the development of the 
land along Rand Road. 


"DON'T .JUST TURN us down and 


send us packing,but give us some guid- 
ance," Moore told the board. 


The request for rezoning of the proper- 


ty from single-family to general business 
use was unanimously denied by the plan 
commission Jan. 26. 


The plan commission went through 


several continued hearings on the prop- 
erty before voting to recommend denial 
of the rezoning petition. 


The abandoned building which now sits 


on the Zunker land is the subject of a 
legal action brought by the village which 
is seeking to have the structure torn 
down. 


The building was begun, allegedly with- 


out a building permit, when the property 
lay outside Arlington Heights municipal 
boundaries in unincorporated Cook Coun- 
ty. It has been called an eyesore by some 
neighboring residents who live along 
Greenwood Court. 


The committee said it would meet with 


these residents as well as Zunker and the 
owners of neighboring properties to come 
up with a unified development plan for 
the area. 


In other action, the trustees approved 


a local $10 tax on the sale of new au- 
tomobiles within Arlington Heights de- 
signed to preempt an identical tax put 
into effect Jan, 1 by the Cook County 
Board. 


Attorney Moore told the board that he 


had been asked to represent the nine new 


car dealers now located in Arlington 
Heights and convey their concerns about 
the tax. 


MOORE SAID THE dealers were con- 


cerned because the village, in passing 
the preemptive ordinance, was "plowing 
a new furrow with their money." 


He added the dealers faced a "real di- 


lemma" on whether to pay the tax mon- 
ey to the county or to the village. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh said the vil- 


lage would take on full responsibility for 
collecting the tax. 


The intent of the car sales tax is not to 


establish a new tax, Walsh said, but to 
redirect money which Arlington Heights 
car dealers are now paying to the county 
back to the village. 


The preemption move is possible under

Robber Got $60, Drugs 


A knife-wielding bandit last night ter- 


rorized several customers including a 
Herald, reporter at a north side Des 


, Plaines pharmacy before escaping with 
$60 in cash and an unknown quantity of 
narcotics and other drugs. 


According to Des Plaines police, the 


robber walked into Cumberland Pharma- 
cy, 87 N. Broadway, about 6:30 p.m. and 
herded several customers, including re- 
porter Vicki Hamende, into the drug 
store basement at knifepoint. The man, 
whose face was hidden by a ski mask, 
then demanded cash and several specific 
kinds of drugs from pharmacist Frank 
Almaier. 


Almaier told police he filled a green 


cloth bag with $60 and provided the thief 
with about 20 bottles of several drugs, 
including morphine, seconal,and nembut- 
al, while the man threatened him with a 
long knife. During the course of the rob- 
bery, several customers walked into the 
store and were also threatened and 
forced into the basement by the bandit. 


The man, described as in his early 20's

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Stand On Housing 
Endangers Future 
Grants From HUD 


by BOB CASEY 


Des Plaines officials apparently have 


jeopardized any future grants to the city 
from the U.S. Dept. of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD) by refusing to 
look at tow-income housing needs here. 


The city's current HUD-funded project, 


an apartment building for low-Income se- 
nior citizens, has been approved by the 
federal agency and is in the development 
stage, an aide to HUD Area Director 
John Waner said yesterday. 


However, the aide told the Herald, any 


additional applications won't be looked 
on favorably because of the city's deci- 
sion not to consider housing needs of low- 
income families. 


The city council Monday night, in 


adopting a resolution setting up a special 
housing commission, defeated a move 
asking the commission to study housing 
needs, in effect prohibiting it from doing 
so. 


Aid. Robert Sherwood (2nd), who led 


the opposition to an amendment calling 
for the inquiry into housing needs, said 
the question should not be examined be- 
cause of the "overwhelming opposition" 
of Des Plaines residents to low-income 
housing. 


"We would expect that Des Plaines' 


next application would be for family 
housing. The elderly housing is going 
through, it's being processed, the site has 
been approved and . . . they're home 
free," the HUD aide said. 


However, the aide said, "if they apply 


for something else, it won't be looked 
upon favorably because once again, we 
have limited funds and we want to put 
nil of it to Its best use. Its best use 
would be to provide housing opportu- 
nities for all people." 


The city council's action apparently 


has endangered its chances of getting 
any more elderly housing projects ap- 
proved by the federal government. 


The city originally intended to seek 


funds for a 250-unit elderly apartment 
building after determining that a siz- 
able demand exists here for such a fa- 
cility. 


Because of the shortage of HUD funds, 


the request was trimmed to 125 units but 
city officials mentioned at the time that 
they might seek additional elderly hous- 
ing funds from HUD in the future. 


If the city does come back to HUD 


with a request, the aide said, "our reac- 
tion would probably be to ask some ques- 
tions about what the city has done to ful- 
fill some of its other needs and in what 
way has the city sought to open up hous- 
ing opportunities for everyone, not just 
the elderly." 


"If they can't answer affirmatively to 


that, we would be more willing to spend 
our money in a city where they have an- 
swered affirmatively," the aide said. 


"For instance, if a community is both 


fulfilling the needs of low-income fami- 
lies and would like to fulfill the housing 
needs for the elderly, that we would look 
upon more favorably," said the aide. 


A spokesman for the Concerned Metro- 


politan Citizens Committee "(CMCC), 
which originally asked the city to adopt 
measures encouraging development of 
new low-income housing, this week ac- 
cused Sherwood of "demagoguery" for 
his role in the housing study amend- 
ment's defeat. 


Sherwood's health and welfare com- 


mittee held a hearing in November on 
the CMCC measures. The council later 
followed the panel's recommendation and 
rejected the proposals. 


The CMCC spokesman, Rev. John Pe- 


tersen, has also charged that the coun- 
cil's attitude toward housing for low-in- 
come families is endangering the al- 
ready-approved elderly housing project. 
That contention apparently was refuted 
yesterday when the HUD aide said the 
project is "home free."

60% Of Students Are Black 
School Here Proves Busing Works 


by VICKI HAMENDE 


There is a school in Des Plaines that 


has been proving for years that racial 
integration and busing can work. 


It has an enrollment of about 50 stu- 


dents in kindergarten through eighth 
grade. Sixty per cent are black, 40 per 
cent are white and 94 per cent are bused. 


Most of the students are bused 52 miles 


round trip daily from the Lawndale and 
Garfield neighborhoods on the West Side 
of Chicago. Others are bused from 
throughout the Northwest suburbs as far 
west as Hoffman Estates. 


They all come to the little Des Plaines 


Christian School, 1485 Whitcomb Ave., a 
private school run by a board of direc- 
tors elected from among their parents. 


THEY ARE THE children of parents 


who practice the Christian Reformed re- 
ligion or of parents who are members of 
other "Bible-believing" 
churches, ac- 


cording to Mark Van Gilst, school princi- 
pal. 


They are the children of parents who 


believe in the doctrine that it is the duty 
of parents, not the state or church, to 
train their children, Van Gilst said. 


For the white children, the Des Plaines 


Christian School is the closest' Christian 
school to their homes. In addition to pay- 
ing $500 a year for tuition, their parents 
also pay $50 a year to have them bused 
to Des Plaines. Some of the parents 
drive the buses. 


For the black children, the Des Plaines 


Christian School is the closest" Christian 
school to their' homes that they have 
been allowed to enter. 


Timothy Christian School in Cicero 


only a few miles from Lawndale, has re- 
fused to let black students in since they 


first requested admission in 1965. The 
school was recently sold to the City of 
Cicero and will operate as a public 
school beginning this fall.

City Weighs 'Serious 
Financial Problems' 


The Des Plaines City Council met last 


night to discuss "serious financial prob- 
lems" concerning construction of a new 
city hall. 


The meeting, which was not open to 


the public or press, was called by Des 
Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel after the 
city received a report which indicated a 
financing plan, backed by some alder- 
men, 
may not be the least expensive way 


of building a new civic center building. 


The financing plan, which provides for 


combined city and private ownership of 
an eight story building in downtown Des 
Ptaines, was found to be more expensive 
than if the city owned the entire building 
itself. 


City officials had hoped to begin con- 


struction in May. The meeting, called to 
discuss financial problems, is the first 
public indication that plans have not 
been developing smoothly. 


The report, from Holmes and Fox ar- 


chitects, was requested by aldermen who 
wanted more information to determine 
whether the proposed public and private 
ownership would actually bring the fi- 
nancial benefits Its advocates have pre- 
dicted. 


DES PLAINES Mayor Herbert Behrel, 


at his weekly press conference Tuesday, 
mdicated the Holmes and Fox report 
would be discussed at the closed execu- 
tive meeting. 


The only reason he would give for the 


closed meeting was that "We've got 
some serious financial problems we just 
don't want to let out in the open yet." 


Such a reason, however, apparently 


does not justify a closed session under 
provisions of the Illinois Open Meetings 
Act, which generally requires public bod- 
ies to hold public meetings. 


Behrel also indicated that city employe 


salary negotiations, which he said are al- 


most completed, will also be discussed at 
the meeting. Illinois law would allow this 
section of the meeting to be closed to the 
public. 


City officials released the Holmes and 


Fox study Monday night at city council 
meeting. 


It presents four alternate plans, the 


first being city-ownership of four floors 
and private ownership of four floors on a 
condominium basis in an eight story 
building. The other plans call for com- 
pletely city-ow/ied buildings of eight, six 
or four stories. 


With a 25 year mortgage, including ex- 


penses, the building would cost the city 
$87,120 yearly in the condominium plan, 
$60,537 a year to own the whole eight- 
story building and rent out unused space, 
$81,458 on the same basis with the six- 
story structure and $109,350 to build a 
four-floor municipal building strictly for 
city use. 


A "possibility exists" that the city 


would have to pay taxes on the office 
space it would rent out to private own- 
ers, the architects said If four floors 
were rented out, it would cost the city 
$22,500 a year in taxes, for example, 
they said.

field Christian Reformed church*. 


A church-owned bus, driven by Weat 


Side parishioners, transports the black 
children daily. 


IF THE M Students decide to continue 


their education at Christian schools, they 
will all probably be bused to the neareot 
high school, in Eunhurat. 


In addition to being integrated racially, 


the Des Plnlnes Christian School Is in- 
tegrated in terms of age groups and 
grade levels. 


Von Gilst, who has been principal of 


the school for the past three years, 
teaches grades six through eight in one 
classroom. 


Diune Senneker. in her first year with 


the Des Plaines school, teaches the third 
through filth grades. A third-year teach- 
er there, Joyce VanderBent teaches kin- 
dergarten through second grade. 


The three were all educated at Chris- 


tian schools and colleges. According to 
Van Gilst, "Christian colleges are our 
best source of teachers. We don't have 
much trouble orienting people from these 
colleges to what we are trying to do 
here." 


In addition to teaching, the three serve 


as counselors and disciplinarians. 


"THE OLDER children might lose a 


lot of the social interaction they might 
have at larger schools. But a lot of that 
social interaction might be negative any- 
way." he added. 


The school opened in 1964 with about 30 


children enrolled in kindergarten through 
sixth grade. The seventh and eighth 
grades were added in the next two years 
and in 196? the black students were ad- 
mitted. 


Although the school was founded by the 


Des Plaines Christian Reformed Church 
and operates from a church-owned build- 
ing, it is run by the parents of its stu- 
dents. 


According to Van Gilst, the parents' 


nine-member board of directors operates, 
the school's budget of about $35,000, 
raised through tuition, contributions from 
parents and others and offerings from 
churches. 


Although the board and the parents 


have a large say in what goes on at the 
school, "they respect our position as 
educators," Van Gilst said. "We never 
discourage the parents from questioning 
what we are doing . . . we believe in 
accountability." 


The school is officially recognized by 


the state of Illinois. It offers the same 
courses taught in public schools, plus 
Christian education courses. 


ONE OF THE things all of the children 


in the Des Plaines Christian School think 
about and are beginning to believe, Van 
Gilst said, is the fact that they are work- 
ing together hi a racially integrated 
school. 


"They are aware of what's going on. 


.'hey know what has happened in other 
schools that have tried to integrate. They 
also know why it shouldn't happen here 
because of what our school is based on — 
the love of Christ," Van Gilst said. 


"When the black students first started 


coming here, we were a little concerned 
about community reaction. But we're 
quietly going about our business," he 
added. 


"The children work together and play 


together because they're all children and 
they need each other . . . there aren't 
very many of them. They are integrated 
by necessity — mixed races, ages and 
sexes," Van Gilst explained. 


"I think coming to this school has been 


an eye-opener for the white children es- 
pecially," he added, 


THE CHILDREN "play on each oth- 


er's fears," he explained, using the ex- 
amples of a seventh grade white boy 
spending the weekend at a black stu- 
dent's home and being afraid to hang his 
feet from the bed at night because of the 
rats the black student had kidded might 
bite him; and the sixth grade black boy 
teaching white students how to hide mon- 
ey quickly in case they are ever frisked 
by Chicago street gangs; or the black 
girls telling the white girls about the 
drunks who try to steal their school 
lunches as they walk to the bus. 


"It's the world they live in, and the 


white children are being exposed to it," 
Van Gilst said.

of the Garfield Christian Reformed 
Church, all of the Gtrfleld W>d Lawndale 
black children in kindergrrten through 
second grade will soon.attend a newly- 
formed Christian school right fat their 
community. "They're awfully young to 
be bused so far ... so we've started our 
own school," he said. ' '' 


The Rev. Richard Grevengoed, pastor 


of the Lawndale Christian Reformed 
Church, said the new community school 
will only be the beginning of the end of a 
long struggle his black parishioners have 
endured to secure Christian education for 
their children. 


"Our religion has always placed a tre- 


mendous emphasis on education," Rev. 
Grevengoed said. "That's why the par- 
ents have been willing to bus their chil- 
dren all the way to Des Plaines. The 
black children are getting a better edu- 
cation and the suburban children are 
benefiting from the contact . . . the 
myths of racism are being broken 
down." 


HE A D D E D Timothy Christian 


School's refusal to admit blacks is "a 
very shameful sort of story for the 
c h u r c h . " He said many parents 
"struggled to decide" whether busing 
would be more beneficial to their chil- 
dren's education or more detrimental to 
their children's black identity. 


Other children from both parishes are 


attending Catholic or public schools be- 
cause of the Timothy controversy. 
"We've all been disillusioned. The shame 
of it all is too much," Rev. Grevengoed 
said. "If it weren't for the Des Plaines 
Christian School, we might have given up 
on integration." 


Van Gilst said, "We are proud in bear- 


ing witness that the love of Christ is the 
one and only solution to the racial ten- 
sions of our day."

NURSING HOMES should have as homelike an atmos- 
phere as possible for good patient morale. Television, 
comfortable lounge chair and floweri he,lp create a

Staff 
attitude is another important factor.

Your elderly father who lives with you 


suddenly has a stroke that leaves him 
with a temporary or permanent physical 
disability and mental confusion. 


Your widowed mother, who has been 


living Independently, begins to decline in 
health and can no longer manage alone. 


Your elderly parents, maintaining their 


own home, until now have cored well 
for themselves, but one has an accident, 
and the other is unable to give him the 
care he needs. 


What should you do? 
Families everywhere share your prob- 


lem. Needs for these relatives vary from 
close supervision or constant attendance 
to skilled nursing care . . . often follow- 
ing a period of hospitalization, For vari- 
ous reasons — a job. small children, lack 
of space, ill health, inability or unwilling- 
ness to cope with added responsibility — 
family members are unable to provide at 
home the kind of care these sick people 
need, and must look elsewhere for help. 
A nursing home may be the answer. 


FINDING THE RIGHT nursing home 


for an elderly or incapacitated patient is 
not an easy task. And, according to pro- 
fessionals working in this health field, it 
is not a job to undertake alone. 


They suggest you enlist the aid of the 


patient's private physician, or your own 
family doctor. If either is a staff mem- 
ber of one or more of the four local hos- 
pitals, he'll probably refer you to the 
hospital's social services or home care 
departments. They provide this kind of 
help. 


Lutheran General Hospital in Park 


Ridge. Holy Family in Des Flames, Ale- 
xian Brothers Medical Center In Elk 
Grove Village and Northwest Community 
Hospital in Arlington Heights, all work 
personally with these patients and the 
families. 'Though their efforts generally 
a re 
undertaken 
for staff 
doctors' 


patients, hospital personnel say they nev- 
er turn away anyone asking for help.) 


THOSE WHO WORK with geriatric 


placements also suggest you inquire 
among friends, neighbors and relatives 
who may have experience with nursing 
homes. Or telephone Information Center 
for Aging in Chicago. This agency may 


be able to steer you in the right direc- 
tion, 


"A particular home must be geared to 


a particular patient's needs . . , and to 
what he or the family can afford to pay," 
advises Mrs. Margaret Klein, assistant 
director for the Information Center, 


All professionals agree the first step in 


searching out the right nursing home be- 
g i n s w i t h the patient and his 
physician, A complete physical exam- 
ination will determine the kind of nursing 
care the patient needs. Approximate 
length of stay also may be established by 
this evluation of the patient's health. 


Only those patients who first have un- 


dergone a thorough examination are ac- 
cepted by licensed nursing homes in Illi- 
nois, Patients then are admitted only 
with doctor's orders. 


TO OBTAIN A license in this state, a 


nursing home must meet standard rules 
and regulations set by the Illinois De- 
partment of Public Health. Nursing 
homes, which provide either minimal 
care and/or added personal care or 
skilled nursing care, must meet state 
standards, These standards cover admin- 
istration and personnel and also restora- 
tive services, medical and personal care, 
if provided. Food services, building 
maintenance, home furnishings 
and 


physical plant safety and other facets of 
nursing home operation must meet Illi- 
nois specifications. 


The Illinois Department of Public 


Health now conducts four unannounced 
inspections yearly. All nursing homes 
are required to be licensed and this state 
licensure should be prominently dis- 
played. Nursing home professionals sug- 
gest you look for it — and others — when 
you personally inspect homes. 


The quality of nursing services may be 


indicated further by additional accredita- 
tions such as given by the Joint Commis- 
sion or Accreditation of Hospitals and di- 
plomas and certificates of nursing home 
studies. Look for them, If you do not see 
them, ask about them, 


REMEMBER, THE SEARCH for a 


nursing home takes time and patience. 
Those helping families to find these facil- 
ities understand the emotional impact 
such a decision has upon many families 
and patients. They report the most com- 


mon reaction in families is guilt... and 
in patients, abandonment. For these rea- 
sons and others, professionals caution 
against hasty decisions. 


What could be a good facility for one 


elderly person might be a very unsatis- 
factory choice for another. Those unfa- 
miliar with facilities for the aged may 
become confused. Such institutions In- 
clude retirement homes, homes for the 
aged and nursing homes. 


Retirement homes proyide hotel facil- 


ities, three meals a day, laundry and 
c l e a n i n g services. Good retirement 
homes include activity programs. The 
Georgian House in Evanston and the 
Chelsey House in Chicago are examples 
of retirement homes. 
. HOMES FOR THE aged usually are 
non-profit and are run by religious and 
fraternal organizations. Most residents 
are members of these groups, and, are 
admitted only if in good health and able 
to care for themselves. However, most 
homes for the aged have 
infirmaries 


which give health care and nursing ser- 
vices as needed. Lutheran Home and 
Services for the Aged in Arlington 
Heights and St. Joseph's Home for the 
Elderly in Palatine are examples. 


Nursing homes — sometimes referred 


to as rest homes, convalescent homes or 
sanitariums — provide health care upon 
admittance. Ideally, a nursing home is a 
facility which provides' good nursing care 
in an environment as homelike as pos- 
sible, But, caution the professionals, ex- 
cellent services are more important than 
plush surroundings. Staff services should 
be closely observed also, and the place 
should be clean and cheerful. 


Hospital personnel. — familiar with 


nursing home facilities and then- staffs in 
this area — cite Plum Grove Nursing 
Home in Palatine, Americana Center in 
Arlington Heights and Brookwood Con- 
valescent Center in Des Plaines as ex- 
cellent examples of nursing homes that 
provide physical therapy, and other res- 
torative services in addition to skilled 
nursing care. 


"BUT ANY REPUTABLE nursing 


home will welcome your inspection," 
said Mrs. Margaret Klein, Information 
Center for Aging. 


Personal inspection by families looking 


for nursing homes is a "must." Once the

patient's needs have been established, 
professionals will do the initial "leg 
work." Then — if possible — they will 
recommend several nearby (there aren't 
always vacancies) homes for the fami- 
lies to visit. 


What will this cost you? Plenty. Nurs- 


ing home costs in the northwest suburbs 
run from $437 to $920 a month without 
medical costs. At present, according to 
professionals, there's not too much help 
with this expense. Minimal aid may be 
forthcoming from Medicare, depending 
on the disability. Insurance companies, 


however, are aware of the need for help 
in this health area and, hopefully, will 
soon come up with a good program. And 
the Cook County Department of Public 
Aid places needy patients. 


OTHERWISE, THE cost is up to you, 


and this is- another reason you should 
make a careful choice. For example, a 
short stay in an excellent skilled nursing 
home may seem financially prohibitive. 
However, if the patient is well cared for, 
restored to good physical and mental 
health as quickly as possible, perhaps 
preventing long-term or permanent dis- 


ability, your choice is a happy and 
cheaper one. Or, if you place your rela- 
tive in a plush, skilled nursing home, you 
could be making a financial mistake. 
Room and board, help with laundry and 
cleaning and some personal courtesies in 
pleasant surroundings with a sympa- 
thetic staff may be just "what the doctor 
ordered," and it is cheaper.

Weeds? Just toss on some straw to 


smother them or add Jayers of wet news- 
papers (the weeds die beneath the weight 
of public opinion).

More than a couple of teams were on

Voters in SI Illinois counties ousted 


dozens of incumbent county board mem- 
bers who were vying Tuesday for nomi- 
nations to seats reduced in number by 
the 1971 reapporUonment. 


Bitter cold throughout much of the 


state may have been a factor in keeping 
voters away from the polls as officials 
termed turnout generally light. 


The primary election was the first 


since the reapportionment, ordered by a 
1909 state law that sought to put elections 
on a "ooe-man-onc-vote" basis. The re- 
map is expected to take power away 
from rural areas and concentrate it in 
the cities. 


In Champaign County, where the re- 


map reduced the SO-member board to 27 
members, 49 Republicans and 42 Demo- 
crats ran for nominations. Incumbent 
Board Chairman Wesley Schwengel, a 
Republican, was renominated to the 
board from his district, 


ROBERT E, POLL, of Champaign, and 


Stanley lies, Urbana, both incumbents, 
were dropped from the ballot in their dis- 
tricts in races that included at least 
three other incumbent Republicans seek- 
ing three ballot positions. 


High vote*getter in the county was 


Democrat Jeanne-Marie Wyld, wife of a 
physics professor at the University of Il- 
linois, who polled 670 votes in a district 
dominated by university people. In other 
Democratic areas, generally urban, the 
percentage of voter turnout was light 
compared to rural Republican areas. 


In Adams County, where 40 county 


board seats were reduced to 28, one Re- 
publican and two Democrat incumbents 
lost renomination bids in a field of 63 
candidates. Thirty incumbents sought 
renomination from among 35 Republi- 
cans and 28 Democrats. 


DEMOCRAT Charles H. Blickhan, 59, 


a retired state employe and a 23-year 
veteran board member, came in last of 
five candidates in his district vying for
